to transform our system into a symmetrical 
and finished shape. Society has had too 
much centripital force as contrasted with 
centrifugal force. Legislative enactments 
cannot establish social equilibrium. You 
cannot compel one man to love another, 
You can prevent him from depriving his 
brother of what is lawfully his, but you 
cannot compel him to share his own with 
the less fortunate. Law is not respected 
as it should be now, and it will not be until 
our legislative life is purified. Tho law 
which will establish God's kingdom will 
not emanate from human legislative halls, 
but from tho great final tribunal where the 
destiny of the universe is decided. 


The place of the church in the struggle 
for social reform must not be in the rear, 
asin the past, but in the very forefront of 
the conflict. Some men profess great 
solicitude for the church, saying that it 
should be kept unspotted from the world. 
To illustrate tha inconsistency of such 
people Mr. Wood told an amusing anec- 
dote of an vld deacon who wished to hear 
nothing but the * pure gos; el,” and who, 
as it waa afterwards proved, also liked his 
liquid refreshment ** pure.” 

In concluding the lecturer referred to 
the prospects of an Anglo-American al- 
liance and expressed the hope thav wo 
would forget old feuds and riso to the full 
measure of our national responsibilities. 

At tho conclusion of his address Mr. 
Wood was tendered a hearty vote of thanks,

THE USE OF ELEOTRIC METERS. 











They Accurately Mensure tho Consump- 
tion of the Current. 


It was a current bellef not long ago 
that electric moters wore little better 
than dummies, and that the charges 
made by tho companies were more or less 
arbitrary. The first stop in the populariz- 
ing of the elodtric moter was to make it 
look like ao gas meter; thon tho 
confidence of the public gradually 
extended, until at the present time evory- 
ono js protty well satisfied that an electric 
moter actually does measure the current 
consumed, and yery -accuratcly, too, 
That this is a fact is shown by the report 
of the Edison Electric Illuminating 
Company of New York City, which 
operates One of the largost, if not the 
largest, olectric contral station plaints in 
the world. Tho lust annual report of this 
company states that thore are connected 
with its system 9,987 motors, of which 
6,744 are Kdison clectrolytio moters and 
8,198 mechanical moters, During tho 
year tho company received 1,630 com- 
plaints from customors, and on inyestiga- 
tlon it was found that only 215 of theso 
were justified, and that of this number 
by far the major portion were clerical, 
only 77 being technical, The company 
makes it a rule to investigate any meter 
a customer wishos. In calibrating 
mechanical meters care is taken that they 
do not run moro than 2 per cont, fast 
nor more than 5 per cent, slow. ‘Lho 
error thus introduced fs comparatively 
slight, and large consumers aro ullowed a 
special discount to offset this margin of 
error, 





A New Method of Sterilization. 

A procoss for sucosasfully avoiding any 
undesirablo features or qualities imparted 
by the usual mothod of sterilization has 
beon brought to the attention of tho 
Fronch Academy of Sclencea by M. Duc- 
laux, the eminent chemist, the principle 
thus expiained consisting in subjecting 
the liquid thus to be sterilized to the do- 
nired temporature in a closed yorsol, un-« 
dor high prossure and away from contact 
with air; the apparatus used for this 
purposo is about equally simple, the stor- 
ilizor consisting of a stecl tube, silyored 
within and surrounded by 4 steam or 
water jacket formod of a second oylinder 
of slightly larger dimensions, suitable 
connoctions and stopcocks being provided 
as woll as the thermometers and prossure 
gauges, the mochanism 80 jnounted as to 
bo revolyed by tho turning of « crank, 
Some information on this matter by Pro- 
fossor Bilalik, cominunicated to the Pop- 
ular Science News, js in point, namely, 
that water may be sterilized In fiyo min- 
utes by adding to it broimino, and that 
bromine may be then neutralized by add: 
ing ammonia. ‘ho riyor water of Berlin, 
it ia stated, has boon tosted 200 times, 
and, aftor being treated with bromine 
and ammonia, all gorma of disease wore 
dostroyod, including those of typhold and 
cholera. In thus atorilizing » gallon of 
wator, there aro first added threo drops 
of a solution of 100 parts wator, 20 parts 
bromino, 10 parts potassium bromide, 
adding, after tlye minutos, thrse drops of 
a 9 por cent, solution of ammonia,

Mr. Wallbridge says in his 
letter: ‘The Mayor likes the idea of 
giving a bonus without binding these peo- 
ple down in any way.” That was an un- 
warranted, not to say foolish, statement, 
and probably Mr. Wallbridge will now 
agree with me that it was. 

The extraordinary solicitude of the Pil- 
low Hersey Company, rolling mill people 
of Montreal, for our city is most touching. 
Their anxiety thac we shall not throw away 
any money on the Mitchell plant is affecting 
toa degree, I have in my possession the 


yery letter from these philanthropists that 
Mr. Wallbridges quotes in full. It is 
marked ‘‘ confidential,” but I noticed that 
it was evidently one of many, as the body 
of the letter was typewritten and the name 
and address of the gentleman to whom it 
was written was filled in with pen and ink. 
Isit not the evident intention of theso 
people to work against an iron industry 
coming here, for their own selfish motive 
of preventing competition in the trade that 
has made them millionaires? They find 
Mr. Wallbridge opposed to the proposal, 
and a letter from Aig is handed to him in 
order that he may for their benefit poison 
the minds of our citizens through the press 
against favoring an industry that will be of 
untold benefit to them. It isa most con- 
temptible action and gross impertin- 
ence for such outsiders to interfere in our 
affairs. Iam astonished that a gentleman 
who has occuped the Mayor's chair in this 
city has allowed himself to be used in this 
way. ‘The statement that Canada does not 
furnish a profitable market for the manu- 
facturing of ironis the yeriest nonsense. I 
have looked up the financial rating in 
Dun’s Commercial Agency Reference Book 
of the iron manufacturers of Montreal and 
I find the following ; 
Pillow & Hersey Company, A Al, which 
means over a million of capital and the 
highest grade oferedit ; Peck, Benny & 
Co. and the Montreal Rolling Mills Oo, 
have a credit equally good and a rating 
almost as high. 
Another proof that there is room for new 
ison works, in Ontario at least, is the fact 
that the Legislature of the Province pormits 
municipalities to grant bonuses only to 
iron industries. 
Tt is not in human nature to desire com- 
petition. If I asked a lawyer to-day about 
the prospects for a young man in the legal 
»rofession coming to Belleville, or for a 
lad to study for it, he would probably tell 
mo that there is no room, that there are 
far more lawyers now than can earn a liv- 
ing in the profession and he would utter a 
warning against cither proposal. A similar 
answer would be given by many men in 
ovory profession and business; but bright

EASTERN ONTARIO’S 
CORUNDUM BELT. 


Government Anxious to Interest Capi- 
tal in the Establishment of In- 
dustries for Utilizing 
the Ore. 

The Bureau of Mines has just issucd a 
map of the corundum belt in Eastern On- 
tario, and is sending out a number of cir- 
culars, containing in concise form informa- 
tion concerning these 2oposits. The cor- 
undum bearing lands have an aggregate 
area of about 50,000 acres. The mineral 
rights over nearly the whole of this tract 
are held by the Crown, and they have 
been withdrawn from sale and lease pend- 
ing a report on the occurrence of the min- 
eral and the methods of treating it, under- 
taken by the professors of the Kingston 
School of Mining. This report and 4 map 
of the region will be issuci shortly. The 
Government are\taking active steps to in- 
terest capital in the development and es-

15. Tho wages paid the men were not 
high enough to meet thoir oxponges, 

16. The men wore arrested. without 
giving cause, and in many cases, notably 
that concerning Koith & Co,, when they 
sued for wages due, the contractors 
pleaded that the company, and not them- 
selves, was responsible. Some of the men 
Wore so aggravated as to cominit assault 
on some of the sub-contractors, and were 
arrested. Thése men haye not been paid 
yet. 

17. Thoro is no doubt but that the 
men had reason to complain of the prices 
charged them for supplies furnished by 
tho contractors. They wero compelled to 
buy soap, Ught, tobacco, medicine, ote. ; 
were charged 500 # month for medical 
care and 260 for handling their mail syen 
when they sent none. The eyidence 
establishos that a manJn good health 
could not work on the Crow's Nest Pass 
more than 20 days per month, and that, 
at tho rate of from $1.25 to $1.50, wages 
paid per day, would havo nothing loft at 
the end of the month. 

Reomodies Suggested. 

Tho report of the commissjon concludes 
by suggesting six roimedial regulations. 

| They aro: 

1. To have agents engaging men undor 
Goyornment superyision, and to stipulate 
that mon must be In good health. 

2. To haye omployors protectel from 
frauds by agonts. 

8. Stringent rules ought to be adopted 
to protect honost laborers against tyranny 
and ill-treatment by contractors; to fix 
wages, price of supplies, and of trans- 
portation. 

4. Tho company or officer in charge 
ought to be held responsible for tho 
inen’s Wages, and the agents should 
examine carefully all contracts botwoon 
contractors and men. The minimum rate 
of wages should bo $2 or $2.50 per day, 
and not more than $4 or 86 per wook 
should be charged for board. 

6. Tho galo of liquor should be prohib- 
ited where work is going on. 

6, Officers should be appointed and 
empowered to remedy any gricyances 
and so enforce the regulations.

Where are buckets with a 
valyo in the bottom, whioh opens and 
lots the bucket fill, and closos with the 
wolght of tho water upon it whon the 
filled buoket is drawn up. Improvements 
haye beon made {in the various motal 
attachments, and buckets are mado light 
or hoavy. Fifty yoars ago there was prao- 
tloally but ono kind of well buoket. Ina 
big wholesale ostablishment where such 
things ore sold thore are now displayed 
well buckets in ton difforent styles.

The Rolling Mills. 


To the Editor of the INTELLIGENCER. 


Sin, —The Mayor, in his last communi- 
cation to the pross, oxpressos the »pinion 
that it wes highly improper to discass- tho 


Rolling Mills project before tho full de- 
When, in 
the name of goodness, are those details to 
Mr. Mitchell came here 
some time ago, when the matter was gone 
into ; thon our Council sent, at consider- 
able expense to the City, a deputation 
down to Norwich with the City Solicitor to 
make terms with the Mitchells, and put 
what they were willing to ngree to in writ- 
ing. This was, I understand, done and 
the deputatlon mado thelr report to the 
Council, and the Mayor, in the remarks 
ythathe made on that occasion, emphati- 
cally stated that the Mitchells would not 
agree to the employment of any certain 
number of men or the payment of any 
particular amount of wages per annum, 
and that they would not accepta bonus of 
less than $50,000, and it is t» those par- 
ticular phases of the agreement that my 
remarks have been particularly directs 4, 
and those points are the vital points of the 
whole transaction, 

Then Mr. Mitchell came over hore again 
and another agreement was apparently 
made, in which one very material demand 
was abandoned, namely the very expensive 
wateritem, One would think, that after 
all these conferences and no doubt con- 
siderable correspondence besides, that we 
should by this time have a pretty good 
knowledge of what they want and what 
they are willing to agree to, 

The only way that the City will get a re- 
turn for the bonus it would give would be 
the money that is expended by these people 
in wages, and if we don’t make that point 
solid, wo simply leave ourselves in tho 
very absurd and unheard of position of 
mortgaging our property for $50,000 with- 
out any provision for the return of 
the money and such interest on tho in- 
vestment as we should reasonably jut. 
The Mayor thinks the terms of the last 
agreement that appeared in the newspapers 
should satisfy myself and others that were 
opposed to the scheme in the shape it was 
presented to us, before such last agree- 
ment was mede, 

Possibly a great many of our most intel- 
ligent citizens find it more diflicult to see 
the matter in the light that the Mayor 
looks at it, than he does, but a very much 
more satisfactory agreement will haye to 
be made on the part of the City before a 
by-law should he submitted to property 
owners for their approval. 

Let us see what the amendc1 agreement 
is that the Mayor thinks isso satisfactory, 
and so much in our intercst. The ro'ing 
mills people are to agree to run their m'!ls 
for five years for at least nine months in 
the year, and if they should decide to 
remove their plant from here after the five 
years they are to repay the City $26,C ). 
You will observe that there is not a word 
said as to the number of men to be employ- 
ed or amount of wages to be paid during 
such term of five years or in any year of 
such term ; in other words, they are to got 
our $50,000 upon the erection of the plant, 
and if itdoes not pay them to employ 
more than 5 to 10 men to run one set of 
rolls so as to merely comply with the 
agreement and hold on to their bonus, 
they may do so.

Sir Mackonzie Bowell said that the 
Senate had no right to interfere with tho 
legislation which was Intended to imple- 
ment a pledge given to tho peoplo at the 
elections. If it was not for that, ho would 
have moyed for tho rejection of the bill 
altogother, “What the Senate proposed to 
amend was not the franchise of tho 
proyince, but the clection law. 

After some furthor debate, the com- 
mittee diyided on Senator Miller's 
amendment, which was carriod on a yoto 
of 84 to 16.

Of 
this amount $750,000 was to go to oon- 
struct a dry dock and the remainder for 
the roorganization of steamship docks in 
accordance with what is known as plan 
12 A, It would appear that Mr. Tarto, 
by virtuo of this loan, has been trying to 
dictate as to how the dooks should be 
constructed. In doing so he has forgotten 
that Montreal’s gift of an additional 
million has entitled it to some say in the 
matter and has antagonized vested 
interests, ‘ho /Minister of Public Works 
takes tho stand that Montroal is a 
national horbor and should be nationally 
controlled, 

Mr. Foster singed the Government for 
bringing down, with apparent malice 
aforothought, so important a measure at 
tho tag end of the session, He called it 
politically indecent for them to do so, 
Tho plea for exigency could not be mado, 
for if had been long mooted by the 
Ministers. He unkindly reminded the 
Minister of his promise to make the city 
a gift from the public instead of a mere 
loan, and with morciless irony urged Sir 
Richard Cartwright to withdraw himself 
from what ‘that plous and Godly’’ 
Liberal paper, the Montreal Witness, 
called a boodling transaction and a job 
perpetrated by Mr, ‘Tarte, Concluding, he 
pleaded that time should be given to 
thoroughly investigate such charges, or 
at lonst that tho dry-dock part of tho 
schome should be dropped for the 
presont as unnecessary, 

In the afternoon Won. Mr, Blair 
introduced more tatl end legislation fn 
the shapo of a bill to allow contracting 
railway companios to draw subsidies as 
their work progrossod. 

Mayor Prefontaine on the Matter. 

Mayor Prefontaine of Montreal rosumed 
tho debate on the $2,000,000 loan for 
Montreal harbor improvoments, In 
refutation of tho charges of jobbory he 
claimed that the schome was one initiated 
as long ago as 1804, 

Sir Richard Cartwright deplored Mr. 
Fostor’s conduct in yirtually making 
charges Of corruption by reading an 
anonymous article In nowspaper, Godly 
or not, which ho refused to fathor him- 
self. Ho badgered Mr. Haggart for 
insinuating similar charges against Mr, 
‘Yarto in connection with the Drummond 
County Ratlway and then denying ho 
had mado any. Mr, Fostor had charged

fortunate woman had already been dis- 
covered in the river and conveyed to shore 
by Mr, Willie Ross, 

Tt is supposed that the unfortunate 
woman walked directly out into the river 
until she reached a point where the water 
was beyond her depth, as the body was 
found directly opposite Mr, Hannah's 
house, a short distance above Bleecker’s 
dam, 











Deceased was known to have been of 
weak mind and to have made threats 
against her own life, so that there was no 
doubt as to the cause of her death, Dr. 
Tracy, Coroner, was summoned, but he 
pronounced ita clear case of suicide and 
declared that no inquest was necessary. 

The woman's maiden name was Hlizabeth 
Irvine und she had been married three 
times ; first to Wm. O'Camb, who died 
about 18 years ago, leaving two sons; 
secondly to Joshua Orysdale, who was 
accidentally killed about 8 years ago, 
leaving three children ; and lastly, about 3 
yoars ago, to Albert Horan, Shortly after 
the death of her second husband she be- 
caine insane and was confined in the 
Mimico Asylum for a short time, but was 
discharged as cured, Since that time, 
however, the womon has never been con- 
sidered as mentally sound, 

Horan was employed here as a gardener, 
but did not get along very well, and on 
May 26th last he took his wife and her 
three younger children to Téronto, where 
he secured a position with the People's 


for the family, but unfortunctely he had 
not the money to pay the freight charges 
upon his household effects and consequent- 
ly the steamship company refused to _re- 
lease them. As Horan could not afford to 
pay for board for the whole “family, his 
wife thought it better to return to Belle- 
ville forthe present. This she did on 
Tuesday last and until Saturday evening 
she was at the home of her son Mr. 
Allie O'Camb, who lives on Emily st. 
On Friday she received a postal card 
from Horan saying that he thought 
he would soon haye money enough 
to release the effects and asking her wheth- 
er he would return them to Belleville or if 
she would come to Toronto. She replied 
saying that she would go to Toronto, and 
she announced to her friends that sho 
would leave on Monday (to-day) for her 
new home. During the week, however, 
Mra, Horn had been greatly worried and 
had thrown out dark hints of suicide. 

Oa Saturday evening she took her young- 
est child, a boy of seyen, and went to the 
hoine of a former neighbor, Mrs. Hannah, 
to spend the night. Abont inidnight Mrs.

Cadet Powell believes the torpedoos 
previously fixed abont the Merrimnc were 
exploded as planned, as Licut, Hobson 
Wis well up the harbor before the Spani- 
ards opened fire on the Merrimac. 

What actually happened on board the 
Merrimac can be best judged from what 
Livut, Hobson said just bofore leaving 
tho flagship. Sitting in his cabin, his face 
browned by the sun and his cyos flashing 
w''h excitement, he remarked: “I shall 
go Yight into the harbor until about 400 
yards past the Mstrella battery, whieh is 
beliind Morro Castle, I do not think they 
can sink mo before I reach somowhore 
near that point, The Merrimac has 7,000 
tons of buoyancy, and I shall keep ber 
full speed ahead, She can make about 
ten knots. Whon the narrowest part of 
tho channel is reached I shall put her 
helm hard aport, stop the engines, drop 
the anchors, open the soa connections, 
touch off the torpedoos and leaye the 
Merrimac a wreck, lying athywart tho 
channel, which is not as broad as tho 
Morrimae is long. ‘Thoro are ten oight- 
inch jimproyised torpedoes below tho 
watorling on tho Morrimao’s port sido 
Thoy aro placed on her side against the 
bulk heads and vyital spots, connectod 
with cach other by « wire undor tho ship's 
keel. Each torpedo contains 82 pounds of 
gunpowder, Each torpedo is also con- 
nected with the bridge and they should do 
thelr work in a minute, and Jt will be 
quick work eyen one ina minute and a 
quarter, 





Disposal ot the Men, 

“On deck there will be four men and 
myself.

WERE IN THE FIGHT. 


Four Mon Who Were in Dewoy's Battle at 
Manila Return i Give Some Ad- 
ditional Intoresttag Details. 












San Francisco, Cal., June 8,—Among 
tho passengers who arrived on the Belglo 
yostorday from Hong-Kong were four 
mon who partiolpated in the fight at 
Manila on May 1. Thoy are Paymaster 
G. A. Loud of the despatoh boat MoCul- 
loch, Dr, Charles P, Kindloberger, sur 
geon of the Olympia; RAlph Phelps, seo- 
retary to the captain of *the MoCullooh, 
and J, GC. Byans, gunner of tho Boston 
Vhey left Manila on May 5 

Dr, Kindleberger gives a graphio ac 
count of the terrific tight. He was on the 
Olympla through 16 all. In the first 
assault the flagship took tho lead, the 
other yessela following in hor wake at 
four ships’ length, The Spanish floob was 
approached by laps, each turn bringing the 
contestants nearor. 

During the first fight the Spanish Ad 
miral’s ship put bravely out of tho line 
to meet the Olympia. ‘Tho ontire Ameri 
can fleot concentrated fire on her and she 
was 80 badly injured that sho turned 
around to put back. At this junoture 
the Olympia let fly an olght-inoh shell 
which struok her astern and pierced 
through almost her entire longth, explod 
ing finally in the engine reom, wrecking 
hor machinery. This shell killed the cap 
tain and 60 men and set the vessel on fire, 

In the heat of the fight two torpedo 
boats moved out to attack the floot. They 
wore allowed te come within 800 yards, 
when a fusilade from the Olympia sent 
one to the bottom, with all.on board, and 
riddied the other, The second boat was 
later found turned up on the beach ooy 
vred with blood 

In tho second fight the Baltimore was 
font to silence the fort at Cavite. She 
planged into a cloud of smoke avd open 
od all her batteries on the fortifications. 

In a yory fow minutos a sholl struck 
theo ammunition and the fort blew up 
with a deafening rour 

In taking possession of the land forts 
several hundred wounded Spaniards foll 
into the banda of the Americans, and 
noarly 200 dead wore accounted for en 
tho spot, 

Tho Spanish loss footed up 400 killed, 
600 wounded and a property loss of any- 
where from $6,000,000 te $10,000,000.

Aguinaldo'’s Account of the Heavy Fight- 
ing ut Manila. 


London, June 8.—‘The Hong-Kong cor- 
respondent of the Datly Mail «: Uni 
ted States Consul Wildman has received 
the following letter from Aguinaldo, the 
insurgent leader in the Philippines: 

“Bofore opening an attack upon any 
town I summoned the Spanish officers in 
command to surrender. In one case one 
of the officers so summoned replied by 
stating that the garrison was not quite 
ready to light, and ho askgl if L would 
dofer the attack for threo hours, I com- 
plicd.

A letter from Dawaon City under date 
April 13th, says: ‘*About midnight on 
April 6, when the revels in-a neighboring 
dance hall were at their height, seme men 
slipped quietly out of the mining broker's 
office, each carrying two large sharp point- 
ed stakes. They spread north and south 
along the bank of the Yukon in front of 
the city. The measuring off of twenty-five 
claims, and the inserting of twice as many 
stakes occupies a good deal of time, and 
daybreak on April 7 saw the last staker 
driving in the final post, which was to 
Prosi to the world that the town site of 

awson,from north to south and from front 
to rear - from the river bank to the base of 
the mountain — had been staked as one suc- 
cession of gold mines. Since then the 
work of prospecting has gone on, and 
stories of rich finds keep spreading, but 
the company and their employees are as 
dumb as oysters. Bedrock has not been 
reached yet, but it is expected that the 
question will soon be settled.” 





—Mackenzie and Mann have notified 
the Government, remarks the Monetary 
‘Times, that they will be unable to carry 
out their offer to build the Pacific Lake- 
‘Toslin railway, in the absence of supple- 
mentary aid from the Dominion, for which 
it was all along suspected and is now cer- 
tain they were looking. The trend of 
events ix towards Skaguay, whore a railway 
is being built wholly by private enterprise, 
without subsidy either in land or in money. 
‘That it is the better route for the traftic, 
apart from international considerations, is 
undeniable. The road at Skaguay can bo 
reached by wator all tho year round, and 
besides, it gives a much ihorter cut to the 
Klondike goldfields, The advantages in 
its favor recommend it to the enterprise 
of private capitalists and account for 
the favorable terms on which, 
from the public point of view, it is being 
built, This fact may well reconcile the 
Dominion to the non-construction, at the 
wesent time, of the rival Stikine-Lake 

feslin road. To British Columbia the in- 
ability of Mackenzie and Mann to carry 
out thoir agreement will bo a real disap- 
pointment, forthe province imagined that 
it was making a good bargain for a road 
\that would have been of great local ad- 
vanteye, and for which it will now have to 
wait. Au all-Canadian railway to the 
Klondike is stilla thing to be kept in 
view, though the pressure of urgency has, 
for tho present, ceased to tell in ita favor,

If the Mitchells have looked into the 
question of the aarket thoroughly and 
think there is a profitable market for their 
output in Canada, why should they hesi- 
tate a minute, belng so well supplied with 
capital, to accept from the City a reasonable 
percentage annually on the wages they pay 
out each year?

The Spaniards were surprised on the 
morning of May 22 by being attacked by 
a division of tho first corps, belonging to 
General Calixto Garola’s command, under 
the leadership of Colonel Jose Rabi. The 
Cubans altozother numbered a little more 
than 1,000 men, while the Spaniards 
had fully twico that number. The 
Cubans adyanced in good order, being 
well equipped with arms and ammunition, 
and took the enemy completely by sur- 
prise, At the start the Spaniards soat 
tercd, but afterwards made an effort to 
rally thoir forces. They only succeeded in 
being able to retreat in regular order to 
the village of Palma. 

After six hours’ hard fighting at Palma 
the Spaniards raised a flag of truce and 
oxprossed themselyes as buing willing to 
surrender. Terms were speedily arranged, 
and the Cubans took as prisoners one 
Spanish colonel, seyen captains and sey- 
eral other officers, besides 108 soldiers. 
‘hoe Spanish loss amounted te 76 dead, 
besides « large number who were wound- 
ed. Included in the Spanish losses were 
18 officers, 

The Cubans sustained a heavy loss, but 
it was considerably smuller than that of 
the Spaniards. It is reported that there 
were 45 killed, including five officers of 
lesser rank and about 60 wounded. After 
the battle the Cubans returned to Jiga- 
ant. There they recovered a large quan- 
tity of arms and ammunition from the 
destrted Spanish camp, together with 
proyisions and supply wagons, which the 
enemy had beon compolled to leave be- 
hind, These were much needed, and wore

FAT FEES. 


What Ontario Government Officials 
Have Realized From Legal Offices 
In One Year. 


A very interesting report—that of the 
Inspector of Legal Offices for the year 1897 
—has just been published by the Ontario 
Government which deals with the legal 
offices of the province. 

Tt shows that during the year 1897, 
$14,603,784 was willed by persons dying. 
‘As there were 3,041 probates this would 
mean that the average person ore and 
leaving a will would devise$4,2C). But of 
these 3,401, it is shown that 10 were over 
$109,090, and 15 over $50,009. 

In the County of Hastings $306,746.47 
was left in probate. One estate was over 
$19,000. One was over $25,000 and two 
from $10,000 to $25,090. 

The fees of Probate Courts amounted to 
$969.34 for the Registrars ; $498.10 for 
the Judges’ fees ; and $310 for the fee 
fund.

COMEDY AND TRAGEDY OF LIFE, 


The Oriontal Conrtier and How the Plot 
Wo Prepared for Another Reacted 
Upon Himself-The Lesson Is Not to 
Do Evil to Others—The fee-Saw of 
Life Illustrated. 


Washington, June 5.—Rey. Dr. Tal- 
mage this morning hed from the 
toxt, Esther vil, 10, ‘'So they hangod 
Haman on the gallows that ho had 
propared for Mordocal. '' 

Here is an oriental courtier, about the 
most offensive man in Hebrew history, 
Haman by. name, Ho plotted for the 
dostruction of the Israolitish nation, and 
I wonder not that in some of the Hebrow 
synagogues to this day when Haman’s 
name ia mentioned the congregation 
clinch their fists and stamp their foot 
and ory, ‘Lot his name be blotted out!” 
Haman was primo iinistor !n the magnl- 
ficont court of Persia. Thoroughly appre- 
olative of tho honor conferred, he expects 
overybody that ho passes to be obsequi- 
ous, Coming in one day at the gate of 
the paloce, the servants drop their heads 
in honor of his office, but a Hobrew 
named Mordecai gazes upon the passing 
dignitary without bending his head er 
taking off his hat, He was a good man 
and would not have beon nogligent of 
the ordinary courtesies of life, but he folt 
no respect olther for Haman or the nation 
from which he had come. So he could 
not be hypooritical, and while others 
mado orlontal salanm, gotting clear down 
before this prime minister when ho 
passed, Mordecai, tho Hobrow, relaxed 
not a muscle of bis neck and kept his 
chin clear up, Because of that affront 
Haman gets a decree from Ahasuerus, 
the dastardly king, for tho massacre of 








s | all tho Israclites, and that, of course, will 


Inolude Mordecat, 

‘Yo make a long story short, through 
Queen Esther this wholo plot was revealed 
to her husband, Ahasuerus, Ono night 
Ahasuerus, who was afilicted with 
insomnia, in his sleepless hours calls for 
his scocrotary to read him a few passages 
of Persian history, and so while away 
the night. In the book read that night to 
the king an account was given of a 
conspiracy, from which Mordecal, tho 
Hebrew, had sayed the king's life and for 
which kindness Mordgeal had nover 
recelyed any reward. Haman, who had 
been fixing up a nice gallows to hang 
Mordecai on, was walking outside tho 
door of tho king's sleepiug apartmont 
and was called in, The king told him 
that he had just bad read to him the 
account of some one who had sayod his 
(tho king's) life, and he asked what 
reward ought to be given to such a one, 
Self conceited Haman, supposing that he 
himself was to get the honor and not’ 
imagining for a moment that the 
deliverer of the king's life was Mordecai, 
says, ‘‘Why, your majesty ought to make 
a triumph for “him and put a crown on 
him and sot him on a splendid horse, 
high stopping and full blooded, and thon 
have ono of your princes lead tho horse 
through the streets crying: ‘Bow the 
knee! Hore comes a man who bas saved 
the king's life.’ "’ Then said Ahasuerus 
in severe tones to Haman: “I know all 
about your scoundrelism, Now you go 
out and make o triumph for Mordecai, 
the Hebrew, whom you hate. Put the 
bost saddle on tho finest horso, and you, 
tho prince, hold tho stirrup while 
Mordecai gets on and then lead his horse 
through the street, Make haste!'’ 

What a spectacle! A comedy and 
tragedy at one and the sumo time, There 
they go! Mordecal, who had  boen 
despise, now. starred and robed in the 
stirrups. Haman, the chancellor, afoot, 
holding the prancing, rearing, champing 
stallion. Mordecai bends his neck at last, 
but it js to look down at the degraded 
prime minister walking bencath him, 
Huzza for Mordecai! Alas for Haman! 
Buv what a pity to have the gallows, 
recently built, entirely wasted! It js 50 
enbits high and built with care, and 
Haman had orected it for Mordecai, by 
whose stirrups he now walks as grooin. 
Stranger and more startling than any 
romance, thero go up the steps of the 
scaffolding, side by sido, the hangman 
and Haman, the ex-chancellor, ‘'So they 
hanged Haman on the gallows that hq 
had prepared for Mordeoa!.'' 

Although so many years haye passed 
since cowardly Ahasuerus reigned and 
the beautiful Esther answered to hia 
Whims and Persia perished, yet from the 
life and death of Haman we may draw 
living lessons of warning and Instruc- 
tion. And first we como to the practical 
suggestion that whon the heart is wrong 
things very insignificant will destroy our 
comfort. Who would have thought that 
& great prime minister, admired and 
applauded by millions of Persians, would 
have beon so nettled and harassed by 
onything trivial? What more could tho 
great dignitary have wanted than hia 
chariots and attendants and palaces and 
banquets. If affluence of circumstances 
can make a roan contented and happy, 
suroly Haman should have boen con- 
tented and happy. No, Mordocai's retusal 
of © bow takes the glitter from tho gold 
and the richnoss from tho purplo and the 
speed from the chariots, With a heart 
puted up with every Inflation of vanity 
and revenge, it was impossible for him 
to be happy. Tho silence of Mordcen{ at 
the gato was louder than tho braying of 
trumpets in the palace. Thug shall it 
always be if the hoart i” not right, 
Circumstances the most . triylal will 
disturb tho spirit. 

It js not tho great calamities of iife 
that create the most worriment. I have 
feon men, follod by ropented blows of 
Misfortune, arleing from the dust, nevor 
desponding. But the most of the disquiet 
Which men suffer js from insignificant 
causes, as a lion attacked by somo boast 
of prey turns oasily around and slays 
hin, yot runs roaring through the for

We haye now many dosiring 
to be as gods, reaching up ofter yet 
another apple. Reason, scornful of God's 
Word, may foam and strut with tho 
proud wrath of a» Haman and attempt to 
compel the homage of the good, but in 
the presence of men and angels it shal) 
be confounded. ‘'God shall smite theo, 
thou whited wall!'’ When solonco began 
to make its brilliant discoveries there 
wore great facts brought to Nght that 
seomed to overthrow the truth of the 
Bible. The archaeologist with his crow- 
bar and the geologist with his hammer 
and the chemist with his batteries 
charged upon the Bible. Mos»s’ account 
of the creation seemed denied by the yary 
structures of the earth, The astronomer 
wheoled around his telescope until the 
heayonly bodies seemed to marshal 
themsclves ugainst tho Bible as tho stars 
in their coursos fought against Sisera. 
Observatories and univorsities rejoiced at 
what they considered the extinction of 
Christianity. They gathored new courage 
ot what they considered past victory 
and pressed on their conquest into the 
kingdom of nature until, alas for them, 
thoy discoycred too much! God's Word 
had only been lying in ambush that, in 
some unguarded moment, with a sudden 
bound, it might toar infidelity to pieces. 

It was as when Joshua attacked the 
city of Ai, He selected 80,000 men and 
concealed most of them; then, with a few 
men, he assailed the city, which poured 
out its numbers and strength upon 
Joshua's little band. According to provi- 
ous plan, they fell back in socming 
defeat, but after all tho proud inhabitants 
of the city had beon brought out of their 
homes and had joined in thé pursuit of 
Joshua suddenly that brave man halted 
in his flight, and, with his spear pointing 
toward tho city, 30,000 men bounded 
from the thickets as panthers spring to 
their prey, and the pursuers were dashed 
to pieces, while the hosts of Joshua 
pressod up to the city and, with their 
lighted torches, tossed it into flame. Thus 
it was that the discoveries of science 
seomed to give temporary victory against 
God and the Bible, and for awhile tho 
church acted ag if she were on a retreat, 
but when all the opposers of God and 
truth had joined in the pursuit and were 
sure of the fleld Christ gave the algnal 
to his church, and, turning, they drove 
back thelr foes in shame, There was 
found ‘to be no antagonism between 
nature and revelation, ‘he untyerse and 
the Bible were found to bo the work of 
tho same hand, two strokes of the samo 
pen, thelr authorship the same God. 

Again, learn the lesson that pride 
gocth bofore a fall. Was any man ever so 
far up as Haman, who tumbled so far 
down? Yes, on a smaller scale every day 
the world sees the same thing. Against 
thelr very advantages men trip into 
destruction. When God humbles proud 
mon, it is usually at the moment of their 
groatest arrogancy. If there be a man in 
your community greatly puffed up with 
worldly success, you have but to stand a 
little while and you will seo him come 
down. You say, ‘I wonder that God 
allows that man to go on riding over 
others’ heads and making great assimp- 
tions of power.’’ Thero is no wonder 
about it. Haman has not yet got to the 
top, Pride is a commander, woll plumed 
and caparisoned, but it leads forth a dark 
and frowning host. We have the best 
authority for saying that ‘‘pride gooth 
before destruction and a haughty spirit 
before a fall.'’ The arrows from tho 
Almighty's quiver aro apt to strike a 
man whon on the wing. Gollath shakes 
his spear in doflanoe, but the small 
stones from_the brook Elah make him 
stagger and fall like on ox under the 
butcher's bludgeon. Hu who ts down 
cannot fall, Vessols scudding under bare 
poles do not fvel the force of tho storm, 
but those with all eails sot capsize at the 
sudden descent of the tompost. 

Again, this orlental talo rominds us of 
the fact that wrongs we propare for others 
teturo upon oursolyes. ‘ho gallows that 
Haman built for Mordecal became tho 
prime minister's strangulation, Robospt- 
erro, who sont so many to the guillotino, 
had hix own head chopped off by the 
horrid instrumont. ‘Lhe ovil you practice 
on othora will recoil upon your own pate, 
Slanders come home. Opprossions como 
home, Cruelties come home.

9,—(Via Kingston, Ja., Juno 11.)—The 
nayy awaits the army. Tho fighting ships 
of Rear-Admiral Sampson and Commo 
dore Schley haye battered down the coast 
defences of Southern Cuba, and hayo 
sealod up Admiral Cervera’s floct. 

Scout boats running under the shadows 
of El Morro haye out the Haytieon cable 
and now hold 88 miles of the coast east 
of Santiago do Cuba, including Guantan- 
amo Harbor, Under the coyer of the guns 
of tho fleet eastern Cuba may bo safoly 
invested by land and sea, Admiral Cer- 
yora’s fleot annihilated and tho entire 
proyinco and its towns and harbors seized 
and held after a short campaign. Tho 
hurbor of Guantanamo Is a fino base for 
land and sea operations, The harber is 
capacious and has forty feot of wator. 
Tho land approaches are not so precipl- 
tious as at Santiago do Cuba. The low 
lying hills can be easily crossed with 
trains of siego guns, and there are leyol 
roads to Santiago de Cuba, 88 miles dis- 
tant, where « few mountain batteries 
beyond the reach of the flects will bo 
taken on an eminence commanding the 
cisy and the Spanish ships. 

Guantanamo {s an important place. It 
has six miles of water harbor, and will 
be of great yaluo to the Unitod States as 
a navy and ariny supply station, coaling 
port and cable terminus. 

Tho Spaniards made but slight defence. 
Their batteries were silenced on Tues 
by the Marblehead in a few minutes’ 
firing at 4,000 yards. A small Spanish 
gunboat ran away. 

The Oregon, Marblehead and Yankee 
hold the harbor, waiting to land marines.

On this eviden.o the judge granted th 
injunction on the 8th of February. When 
the department received this statemont 
from Dr. Mead tho adyice was given to 
him to withdraw and allow tho inquost 
to proceed before some othor coroner, but 
ho refused to do so, and the departmont 
could do nothing but allow the injuno- 
tion proceedings to go on. 

‘These coroners were in no sense officers 
of the Federal Governmont, but were ap 
pointed ana under tho control of the local 
authorities. Dr. Mead was representod 
at tho,injunction proceedings by counsol. 
Tho judge did not immediately render 
judgment, but reserved his decision, and 
it was only on tho 16th of April that tho 
department was advised that the injuno- 
tion had been granted. The departmont 
thon applied to its legal agent in the 
Northwest Verritories to obtain further 
information and ascertain if it would not 
bo possible to havo the inquest proceeded 
with before another coroner, The inform- 
ation recelyed was that tho two yougi 
men had died of diphtheria, a very con- 
tagious disease, and it would be impos- 
sible to get any one to exhume the bodies 
or obtain a jury to sit upon the inquest, 
as all would be Hable to take the disease. 
Tho department did not regard an inquest 
as essential, inasmuch as there was no 
controversy as to the discase from which 
the young men died, though of course 
thero was the charge that their death had 
resulted from want of proper accomoda- 
tion and attontion while fll, and from the 
cuplable negligence of the persons who 
wore responsible for the care of these men 
employed on the work, 

Owing to tho necessity of isolating 
cases of contagious diseases among 80 
many men the contractors in charge of 
tho men had given instructions that all 
mon falling ill should be removed toa 
special car and not remoyed without the 
consent of the contractors. It was ocon- 
tended that In this case those who had 
authority to permit the removal could 
not be reached when it was necessary 
that these two men should be remoyed 
in order to obtain proper care and atten- 
tion. 

How far the lack of proper accommo- 
dation and care through the negligence of 
those responsible for the care of these 
mon was responsible for the fatal end of 
a diseaso which in itself was not neces- 
sarily fatal, was a matter for serious con- 
sideration and inyestigation, The report 
of tho legal agents of the department 
stated that the men in many instances 
were shamofully treated. 

The department had not acted in the 
matter of pushing tho enquiry into the 
responsliblity for the deaths thus far be- 
causo it was thought the report of tho 
commissioners appointed to enquire into 
the treatment of the men generally would 
contain evidence regarding the death of 
these two young men which would en- 
able the department to institute legal pro- 
ceedings against the responsible parties. 
If the report of tho commissioners show- 
ed that responsibility for death rested 
upon anyone, the department®™ would at 
once institute proceedings. If the ovi- 
dence was not suflicioent to warrant this 
course, and if it was considered that fur- 
ther ‘nyestigation into the facts was 
necessary, the department would appoint 
a commissioner to tako further evidence 
to ascertain how and by whose orders the 
sick men were remoyed to the car in 
which thoy died and all the circeumstan- 
ces which would ton: to fasten tho orlm- 
inal responsibility, if there was any, on 
tho proper’ partios. 

Sir Mackenzie Bowell was glad to hear 
the Minister's statemont, in view of ths 
charges which had been mado against tho 
C.P.R., and more particwarly against 
the Deputy Minister of Justice, for whom 
ho had a high regard, both as a public 
official and as a man, The statement of 
tho Minister, however, completely oxon- 





erated him from the charges made 
against bim in the other,HHouso,

Washington, Juno 11,—Japan has en- 
terod a strong protest against tho duty 
on tea provided for in the war royenue 
bill Tho protest was sent to tho State 
Departmont and forwarded to the Con- 
forence Committes, ‘ho protest Is based 
on the ground that a uniform duty of 100 
a pound on all teas, cheap or dear, will 
hive the offoct of ruining Japan's tea 
trade with tho United States. Japan, it 
anys, would not object toa duty graded 
weording to valuo. ‘Lhe protest was sub- 
mitted as a result of Instructions sent 
from tho Japanese Foreign Office.

Mr. Curzon’s Strong Hopes F or 
an Anglo-American Alliance. 








Sir Jullan Pauncefote’s Good Work at 
Washington—Str Charles Dilke Dis- 
credits Lord Sallsbury'’s Pollcy—Eng- 
land Cannot Mediate in the Present 
War—Imperial House of Commons 
Proceedings, 


London, June 11.—Sir Charles Dilke, 
Advanced Radical member for tho Forest 
of Dean division of Gloucestershire, in 
the House of Commons, yesterday moved 
a reduction in the Foreign Office yote, 
and attacked the Marquis of Salisbury’s 
forelgn polloy of concession. Referring to 
the United States, ho sald: 

“Our relations with the United States 
are mainly due to the good Influence of 
Hor Majesty's ambassador at Washington 
(Sir Julian Pauncefoto), for the Govern: 
ment’s polloy has been rash and feeble. 
Eyoryone will welcome an alliance of 
hearts with America, but no alliance 
could be a war afiiance."’ 

Continuing, Sir Charles said hoe did 
not believe in the possibility, mooted by 
Mr, Joseph Chamberlain, tho Seoretary 
of State for the Colonies, of an alliance 
with Gormany. 

Tho Parliamentary Secretary for the 
Foreign Office, Mr. Goorgo N. Curzon, 
guyo crodit to the good influence of tho 
British ambassador at Washington. But 
ho asserted that credit was due not mero 
ly to the ambassador or to tho oxigenclos 
of the moment, but to Lord Salisbury’s 
friondly, calm and dispassionate attitude 
during the discussion of difficult matters 
two yenrs ago. 

Mr. Curzon added: ‘An arbitration 
troaty will bo accepted some day.’’ 

This statement was grected with choor- 
ing. 

Anaworing a question on the subject, 
Mr, Curzon sald the subjects to be referred 
to tho Arbitration Commission all related 
to qnostions between Canada and the 
United Statos, but, ho added, some of 
them are of Imporial interest. 





Intervention Not Probable, 

Mr, A. J. Balfour, Firat Lord of the 
Troasury and Govornmoent leader, replied 
to a quostion as to whethor ‘in view of 
tho condition of tho population of Cuba 
and the sufferings and ovils arising from 
tho Spanish-American war Hor Majesty's 
Government or any of the Europoan 
powora haye any intontion of intervening 
to nooure a cossation of hostilities by in- 
ducing ono or both belligorents to nego- 
tlato terma of poaco."’ 

Hie said: ‘‘Hor Majosty's Government 
will gladly take any favorable opportunity 
for promoting oa cessation of hostilitios 
and nogotiations for poace, But, any 
action upon their part for this purpose 
oan only be undertaken if thore is rea- 
sonable prospoct that it will be well re- 
ceived by both parties and of its being 
likely to lead to an agreomont botweon 
them. Unfortunately, there is not suMlol- 
ont ground for believing this condition 
oxists.’’

He Scales the Wall During 

the Night. 

A Daring Escape--Every Precaution 
Had Been it 

Was 


Taken--How 
Done, 


At five o'clock this morning, whon 
Turnkey Marsh went to pay his usual 
morning visit to the coll of Thos. Parsons, 
accused of arson and numerous burglariec, 
he found that the bird had flown. An ex- 
amination of the premises disclosed the 
fact that ho had picked two locks and got 
into the yard, carried a table, an ompty 
moal barrel and a bench from the gaol kit- 
chen and piled them one on top of the 
fother. Ho must the.’ have returned to 
his cell and secured his blankets and sheet, 
tied thom togethor, and by means of his 
extempore ladder scaled the wali ood was 
free. 

The turnkey saw him last at seven 
o'clock last night, when he locked him up, 
but between twelve and one o'clock this 
morning one of the other prisoners heard 
asound as of someone walking. ‘This is 
all that is certainly known of his move- 
ments, 

The gaoler is at a total loss to know how 
he succeeded in forcing the locks, as they 
were in first-class order. No visitors have 
ever been allowed to see Parsons, and a 
strict surveillance was kept on all his 
movements. The only possible theory is 
that he picked up a piece of wire some-

He then proceeded to point oub some 
traits of character erroneously supposed to 
belong to a manly man. Such traits as phy- 
sical strength, intellectual greatness, in- 
discriminate imitation of the conduct of 
others, boorishness and irreverence are not 
the qualities of a true mau. The elements 
necessary for the formation of a truly man- 
ly character are self-respect, purity, honesty, 
truthfulnes:,respect for the name of God, 
sobriety and courtesy. To live a life which 
will exemplify all those virtues the assist- 
ance of the Holy Spirit of God is necoss- 
ary. From the Almighty Friend alone can 
you receive the sympathy and help necos- 
sary to attain to the level of true manliness.

FIRST LAND FIGHT. 


Tt Was wt Guantuuame, Cuba, and Was 
Very Severo-Kour Americans 
Killed, One Wounded, 


On board the Assoolated Press despatoh 
bout Dauntless, off Guantanamo, Sun- 
day, June 12, via Mole St. Nicholas, 
Hayti, June 12.—(8 p.m.)—Lieut.-Col, 
R. W. Huntington's battalion of marinos, 
landed from tho transport Panther on 
Friday and encamped on the hill, guard- 
ing the abandoned cable station at the 
entrance to the outer harbor of Guantan- 
amo, has been engaged in beating off a 
bush attack by Spanish guerillas and 
regulars since 8 o'clock Saturday after- 
noon. The fighting was almost continu- 
ous for 18 hours, until 6 o'clock this 
morning, when roinforcementa were land- 








Four Americans were killed and ono 
was wounded, The advance pickets under 
Liouts. Neville and Shaw are unaccount- 
ed for. 

An Assistant Surgeon Killed. 

Among tho killed is Assistant Surgeon 
John Blair Gibbs, son of Major Gibbs of 
the regular army, who fell in the Custer 
massacre, His home was at Richmond, 
Va., but he has beon practising in New 
York and he entered the servico since the 
war began. He was a yory popular offloer, 
‘The others killed aro: Sergt. Oharlés H. 
Smith of Smallwood, Private William 
Dunphy of Gloucester, Mass., and Private 
McColigan of Stoncham, Mass. Corporal 
Glass was acoldentally wounded in the 
head, The Spanish loss is unknown, but 
it was probably considerable. Tho splashes 
of blood found at daylight at tho posi: 
tions the Spaniards ocoupled indicate 
fatalities, but their comrades carried off 
the killed and wounded. 

Killed at Close Runge, 


‘The engagement began with desultory 
firing at the pickets, a thousand yards 
inland from the camp. Capt. Sploer's 
company was doing guard duty and was 
driven in, finally rallying on the camp, 
and ropulsing the enemy by 5 o'olook. 
The bodies of Privates MoColigan and 
Dunphy were found, both shot in tho 
head. Tho large cayities caused by the 
bullets, whioh, inside o Tange of 500 
yards, have a rotary motion, indicate 
that the viotims wore killed at close range.

FOUL MURDER IN MONTREAL 





Elzear Marin Started to Kill His 
Wife and Shot Her Mother 


Not Deterred by Hise Crime He Again 


Started After Hie Wife, and With a 


Second Shot Wounded Her—His Kage 


Cursed 





Was the Outcome of Jealousy 
the Virgin's Statue—Other Nows From 
the Metropolis. 


Montreal, June 13.—A_ foul murder 
was committed a little before midnight 
Sunday in a house on Poupart lane, off 
Ontario street, In a fit of jealous rago, 
Elzoar Marin, a dock laborer, 27 yoara of 
ago, started with a drawn revolver to kill 
his wife, but her mother, in attempting 
to prevent the tragedy, recetved tho ball 
in her head and rolled t2 the floor stone 
dead. Mrs. Dosjardina was the namo of 
the ylotim. Tho sight of his deadly work 
only seemed to stimulate the murdorer's 
desire for more blood, and, making for

Monday at 8 o’olook, 
Senate's Compromiso Accopted, 

Saturday morning's session of the Oom- 
mons was taken up by putting the legis- 
lation through the last stagos. The com- 
promise with the Sonate respecting the 
Franchise bill was acoepted formally, the 
Solicitor-Goneral doolining to recognize 
the assumption of the Upger House toa 
right to interforence in franchise matters, 

In supply, the only remaining item for 
transport and supplica for the Yukon 
contingent was sorutinized by the Oppo- 
sition, Mr. Foster refusing to let it pass 
until Hon. Mr, Borden had brought 
down statoments of the pricos paid the 
fayored firms contracting for supplics. 

Finishing Up tho Estimates, 

Tho House then proceeded to finish up 
businoss in conourrence on the catimates. 
Shortly after 4 o’clook Mr. Wallace arose 
when the vote for tho Crow's Nest com- 
mission was to be concurred in, and ro- 
minded Mr. Tarte of hit statement in 
the House tho other day that J. B. 
Charleson of thé Publio Works Depart- 
mont had had nothing to do with ongag- 
ing men to work on the cruel job. The 
member for West York found a complete 
refutation of this statement in the report 
of the commission itself. He told how Mr, 
Oharleson had been one of the Coxey 
army of Grits who had swarmed in on 
Ottawa after the election of 1896. J. B. 
had seoursd his job in Mr. Tarte’s de- 
partment and while in the employ of the 
Government undertook to engage men for 
the Crow's Nest Pass Railway. He told 
thom that transportation would be free, 
and made other misrepresentations. The 
men, boing engaged by a Government 
official, belfeyed in the integrity of the 
Goyornment, The country and the House 
would hold Mr. Tarte responsible. The 
Minister claimed to have known nothing 
of what was going oy, but his incompet- 
ence was no exctfse, He should have 
known what Mr, Charleson was doing, 
for the daily papers were full of it. Ed- 
ward MoC, Fraser and Charles Macdon- 
ald were murdered, One would wonder, 
in roading the reports, that there were 
not hundreds of like cases. He held the 
Ministry responsible for this most flagrant 
inhumanity and brutality. 

Mr. Tarte’s Defence. 

Mr. Tarte did not think the Govern: 
ment could bo accused for dereliction of 
dvty. He was not responsible for Mr. 
Charleson's action. He was sorry that 
Mr. Charleson was mixed up with hiring 
the men, and ho had never authorized 
him todo so, The Minister had ques- 
tioned Mr. Oharleson about it and the 
latter had confessed that he had engaged 
the men after office hours and out of pure 
friendship for Mr, Haney. He promised 
that the Government would not stand 
idle, but would see injustice met. When 
Mr, Charleson returned to town he would 
demand a satisfactory explanation and, 
if 1¢ should not be forthcoming, he would 
hold him up to his responsibility. 

Mr. Davin Cites a Caso. 

Mr. Dayin laid even more blame on 
the Minister of Justice, who claims that 
he had no authority to demand the with- 
drawal of the injunotion restraining the 
inquest, 

Mr. Fitspatriok—That's true. 

Mr. Dayin—But I was told by the 
Prime Minister at Battleford, in the case 
of Skoltom vy. The Queen, that the Minis- 
ter of Justice is ex-otticlo Attorney-Gen- 
eral of the Northwest Territories. In this 
oase he should have been the proseoutor 
behind Dr. Meade, and could have forced 
the inquest. Thus responsibility was 
brought home to the Minister of Justice 
for the failure to enquire into the death 
of the young men. 

Mr. Fitzpatriok'’s Promise. 

To disprove this contention, the Solioi- 
tor-General reiterated Hon. David Mills’ 
explanation given in Friday’s Senate. 
“We are examining,’’ he went on, ‘the 
report of the outrages in the Minister of 
the Interlor’s hands to ascertain what 
evidence we have to conylot, and it is our 
determination to make such an inyostiga- 
tion as shall bring the perpetrators of 
cruelty to justice, to punish orlme wher- 
ever lt may be found, The mon were 
treated in # manner whioh blotted the 
olvilization of our country, Haying ascer- 
tained the facts, {t was the Government's 
duty to take proceedings. But, before 
sitting down, he reminded the House that 
ip was not tho first timo that railway 
companies subsidized from the public ex 
ohequer had committea such atrooities, 
and, under the Conservative regime, 
without haying been brought to Justice. 

Othor Kemarks. 

Mr. MoMaullun suspected that the sub- 
contractors were responsible, and at least 
hoped it was not the O.P.R. Whoever 
was guilty, the sufforing men should be 
generously trented out of the subsidy, 
and culprits brought to justioo, 

Mossrs. Sproule, Fraser and Clarke 
followed, and the Premier conoluded the 
debate. The item was concurred in, Bual- 
noss will bo finishod Monday morning. 


ONE THOUSAND KILLED. 


Massacre in Sierra Leone Africa—Emglish 
Missionaries at the Mercy 
of Savages. 


June 18,—Steamera whioh 
havo arrived from Sierra Leone report 
that 4 thousand persons were killed in 
the recont uprising in that district. One 
hundred and twenty inhabitants of Free 
own, most of thom tradors, are known 
to haye beon massacred, and other colon- 
ists were carried into the bush by the 
Warboys ond undoubtedly met a worse 
fute. Three hundred friendly natives wore 
killed, and besides the white misslonarios, 
six colored missionaries of the United 
Brethren of Christ were murdorod, The 
English missionariss are ab the moeroy of 
the warboys, but have not been molested.

The following communications were 
read: From the Bellevle Traction Oo, 
asking for permission to ercct a shed to 


sue'ter theirs oes at the wha\f extremity of 
their line ; from the Street Surveyor call- 
jug attention to the ravages of the cater- 
p''lar upon our shede trees and suggesting 
that immediate measures be taken to de- 
stroy the pest ; from the Manager of the 
Bank of Montreal calling attention to the 
vondition of the sidewalk in front of their 
building and asking that a granolithic walk 
be laid down; from Harvey Gordanier 
asking for work at building sidewalks. 
The last mentioned was reforred to the 
Public Works Committee and the others 
were laid on the table. 

The reports of the Executive, Public 
Works and Market Committees were read, 
and the Council went intoa Committee of 
the Whole, Ald. Doyle in the chair, to 
consider the reports. 


The Executive recommended the pay- 
ment of several account, which was agreed 





to. They also recommended that the land 
between George st. and Maria st. be 
expropriated and that the Solicitor be in- 
structed to take the necessary stops to do 
so. Ald Grills objected; the matter had 
come up before ant it had been estimated 
that it would cost $1,000. The City was 
not so flush of money that it could afford 
to carry outthig work,while other more 
important works were crying out for 
completion. Ald. Petty claimed that the 
work was necessary, aud the item passed. 

The Executive also recommended that 
the plan of the proposed roadway to 
Victoria Park be forwarded to the Minister 
of Public Works, and that the City agree to 
agsume all responsibility in regard to any 
damage which might result to City or pri- 
vate property, and also that the City agree 
to remove the bridge at any time the 
Deparument so desired. ‘The correspond- 
ence between Mr. arte, Mr. Hurley and 
the Mayor on tho subject was read by the 
Olerk. Ald. Doyle thought the City would 
be assuming too much’ responsibility ; ho 
was in favor of haying an engineer report 
on the matter. The Mayor suid he saw no 
necessity of sending’an engineer ; the plan 
of the harbor was alree ly in the hands of the 
Department. He thought that we shovld 
utilize the services of the dredge while 
it was here, for if we did not do so the 
City would have to build the roadway and 
bridge without any assistance.

board walks, which were constantly in 
need of repair, Ald. Lennox also sup- 
ported it ; it was great inconvenience to 
the people living east of Ann st. to have no 
walk there. ‘he clause passed, 

The Market Committee recommended 
that Ald, McCamon and Falkiner be a com- 
mittee to draft rules and regulations for 
the managemene of the market square, 
Ald. Grills and Lott wished to know why 
the present rules were not enforced. Ald. 
Falkiner asked leave to withdraw the 
clause, promising at the same that the 
present regulations would be rigidly en- 
forecd. 

The Council then resumed and the 
ports were received and adopted.

The communication 
was referred to the Public Works Oom- 
mittee,

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GHAPLEAU CROSSES THE BAR 


The Eloquent French-Canadian 
Has Breathed His Last. 


Surrounded by Relatives the Recent 
Lieutenant-Governor of Quebeo Passed 
Away From Earth—Death Called the 
Distinguished Statesman Shortly After 
Noon on Monday—A Sketch of the 
Career of a Noted Personality, 


Montreal, June 14.—Sir Joseph Adol- 
pho Chapleau died at four minutes to 1 
o'clock yesterday afternoon. 

The Hon. Sir Jusoph Adolphe Chaploau 
was the son of the late Pierre Chapleau by 
his wife Zoe Sigouin. He was born at St. 
Therese do Blainyille, Que., on Novem- 
ber 9th, 1840 He wis cducated at the

College there and at St. Hyacinthe, On 
leaying college he went to Montreal to 
tako up the atudy of law. Im 1861 he was 
called to tho bar and devoted himself to 
criminal practicen, Me practiced law in 
Montreal, and was created a Q.C. by the 
Karl of Dufforin in 1878, At the ago of 
ninotoon he entered tho political world 
and appeared frequently on the hustings. 
His eloquence as a speaker, both in the 
House and on tho platform, was remark- 
able. His best efforts as an orater woro 
in French, Ho was a therongh master of 
the language, and hia fluent and forolblo 
diction won for him marked respect. His 
English, though slightly loss admirablo 
than his Frenoh, was such as to place 
him in the front rank of political dobat 
ore. 

At the union of tho provinces in 1807 
Mr. Ohapleau entered the Quebec Legiala 
ture as a momber for Terrebonne. Ho bo 
camo Solicitor-Goneral in the Oulmot 
Administration, Feb. 1878, boing after 
wards made Provincia) Seoretary under 
Mr. de Boucherville when the latter was 
dismissed by Liout.-Goy. Lettelicr de Sb, 
Just, In 1878 ho was chosen loador of tho 
Conservative Opposition in the Quebeo 
Assombly, acting a4 «uch until Oot., 187), 
whon ho bocame Provinolal Promier. In 
July, 1882, ho exchanged places with tho 
late Mr, Moussoau, who was the Secrotary 
of State at Ottawa. He continued in the 
Abbott Ministry after Sir John A, Mao- 
donald's death, Lolng First Seoretary of 
State, and thon for a short time Minister 
of Customs. Ho was appointed Liout.-

Convention That Satisfies Both English 
and French Demands. 


London, June 14.—The Anglo-French 
convention, with reference to the disputed 
territory in the Niger Valley, was signed 
yosterday,, France agrees to evacuate 
Kissi, Korla, Ahigere, Kiam, Houssa, 
Gomba and Ilo, but she retains Nikki. 
Furthermore, on tho left bank of the 
Nigor, the French get a triangular piece 
of territory, whose base extends from Say 
to Ilo. In return they give Great Britain 
Bornu, including the portion east of the 
moridian passiu.¢ .).cugh Barna, On the 
right bank of the Niger the French got 
the country from Say to Io, and also 
Gurma, Beyond this they grant 80-year 
loases of bonded areas at Liabe and facili- 
ties for transit in bond, This is to secure 
tho benoflt of the nayiguble portion of 
the river. 

In return thoy givo 80 years of reoi- 
prooity for the whole west coast poloni 
from tho Liberian frontier to » Niger.

The Warden 
referred to the presence of Mr. S. Russell, 
M.P.P. and Mr. G. E. Deroche, of Deser- 
onto, and invited them to take a seat with- 
in the bar. 

A communication was received from 
Anson Jones stating that he had received 
injuries owing to an unprotected hill and 
asking the Council to pay damages.—Re- 
ferred to the Committee on Roads and 
Bridges. 

A communication was read from the 
Council of Faraday regarding a bridge 
near L'Amable and asking that it be 
either repaired or reconstructed.—Referred 
to the Committee on Roads and Bridges. 

The Hospital Board invited the Couucil 
to visit the hospital during the week. It 
was decided to visit the hospital to-morrow 
afternoon at four o'clock. 

The Committee appointed to enquire into 
the matter of the Police Magistrate's fines 
and fees, presented their report recom- 
mending that the Council memorialize the 
Licut.-Governor-in-Council to cancel the 
agreement dated January, 1897, between 
J.J. B Flint and the County of Hastings. 
The committee felt that Mr. Flint did not 
eara the salary of $500 paid him by the 
County and they felt that his. services 
could be dispensed with. The Warden de- 
fended Mr, Flint, he thought that the 
Committee had exceeded its powers. He 
suid that he had investigated cases where 
Mr. Flint had not collected fines and he 
fuund that in every case the Magistrate 
had acted in the best interests ofjthe Coun- 
ty. Messrs. Defch, Cross and Macfarlane 
claimed that the Magistrate’s books had 
been kept in 4 very irregular and slipshod 
manner, besides his duties were now very 
much lighter than when he was appointed, 
as Police Magistrates had since been ap- 
pointed in Deseronto, Trenton and Bun- 
croft. Mr. Flint had been altogether too 
lax in collecting fines and the returns had 
fallen off from $200 or $300, which was the 
usual amount when Mr. Holden was Magis- 
trate, to about $60 pertyear. 

The motion of Mr. Dench that the re- 
port of the Committee be adopted and that 
the memorial be signed and forwarded to 
the Lieut.-Governor, was carried.

| to our citizens that I bave taken the first 
opportunity of making it known, and be- 
lieve that now is Belleville’s opportunity. 
My opinion is based on information gained 
outside of Belleville, After making careful 
inquiry, Lam convinced there is a market 
for such goods as are manufactured by the 
Messrs. Mitchell, The people who consume 
the gocds are those who should know the 
demand, 
There are many citizens, like myself, who 
want plain facts, so they can judge intelli- 
ently for themselves, Although I feel the 
urden of taxation as much as anyone, [ 
am willing to face a little extra in orde: to 
advance the city’s interests,

BOARD OF EDUCATION. 


The Smead-Dowd System--Trespass- 
ing on Queen Victoria School 
Grounds. 


The following members were present at 
last night’s meeting: Dr, R Tracy, Chair- 
man: Rev. Canon Burke, Messrs. Wills, 
Tennent, Bowell, O'Flynn, Hudson, Walker, 
Bennett, Pringle, Mills, Martin, Diamond, 
Davis and Reid. 

A communication was real from Miss 
Clara Brown asking for the first vacarcy on 
the teaching staff.—Referred to the Com- 
mittee on School Management. 

The Inspector's report for the month of 
May was read, showing the number of 
pupils registered to have been 1296; average 
attendance 1093, The report was referred 
to the Committee on School Management. 

The Board went into Committee of the 
Whole on Reports, Mr. Bennett in the 
chair. 

The Finance Committee 1ecommended 
the payment of several small accounts, 
which was agceed to. They also recom- 
mended that William McKeown should re- 
ceive the salary for teaching in Miss Me- 
Caughey’s room for April, yand half of 
June, Miss McCaughey to receive the bal- 
ance of this month.—Agreed to. 

The Sites, Buildings and Repairs Com- 
mittee reported that they had visited the 
schools and had come to the conclusion that 
for repairs this year they would require 
$1,009, The report was adopted. 

The Special Committee on the Smead- 
Dowd system reported that some changes 
had been made and that so far it was work- 
ing satisfactcr', © her changes would be 
made if necessary. Mr, O'Flynn deprecated 
the idea of any further changes, on the 
ground that such changes might give the 
Uompany an opportunity of relieying itself 
of the responstbility of providing a system 
which would give satisfaction. Dr. Trac. 
protested strongly against the practice o| 
opening windows. The system was sup: 
posed to supply ventilation and the windows 
should be kept closed, as in other towns, to 
give the system a chance of showing what 
it could do, The report was finally adopted. 

When the Board resumed, Mr. Wills 
moyed, seconded by Mr. Walker, that the 
fence in the rear of the stone building at 
Queen Victoria School be removed and that 
notices forbidding loitering or loafing on 
the grounds between dark at night and six 
o'clock in the morning be posted,—Carvied, 

Mr. O'Flynn asked the Inspector to give 
the names of schools, if any, which were 
overcrowded. He had heard :0mplaints on 
that score, The Inspector replied that 
there was no school overcrowded, the only 
one which was filled was the Junior part of 
Grier st. school, and even there no Incon- 
venfence was suffered,

“Tho Chioago trade wUI all bo taken 
care of; in fact, I may say it has boon 
alroady protected, for I am eyen on tho 
market so far as September contracts aro 
concerned, ‘l'ho cash wheat business will 
bo transacted through Alexandor Geddes 
for the benoflt of the banks which have 
an Interest in it, and which will act in 
concert. The June wheat, representing 
tho cash wheat In this market, will be 
carrioa by Armour & Company. ‘The 
troatmont I hayo rocolyed at tho hands of 
Mr. Armour is in the highest degree con- 
siderate, courteous and complimentary. 
Nothing could haye exceeded Mr, Arm- 
our'’s generosity in his offers of financial 
help, which were to an extent covering 
any possible requiremont on my part. It 
is particularly gratifying to be the reolpi- 
ont of this kind of treatment at’ this par- 
tioular time, establishing, as is does, the 
faot that tho business and personal rela- 
tions between Mr. Armour and myself 
are not as strained as they have been 
represented to bo.’ 

Mr. Armour Is Hopefal. 


Mr. P. D. Armour, himself one of the 
central figures in the Loiter deal which 
has boon going on for many months, did 
not take a partioularly gloomy view of 
tho situation. Ho said: ‘‘Most of the 
wheat with the banks is margined at 80 
cents a bushel. I confidently believe the 
market will react, possibly before the end 
of the week. Wheat has got down toa 
point whore it is worth the money, re- 
gardless of speculation. The arrangement 
which I understand has been perfected 
provides for the protection of all parties 
in interest. Mr. Leiter's cash wheat in 
all positions between the northwest and 
Kurope ought to be so handled that the 
banks will not haye to take a loss. 

“In one senso there is not’ much loval 
end to the story. The local stock of wheat 
is small, and in relisying Mr. Leiter of 
his June and local cash wheat we took 
only 240,000 bushels. I do not believe any 
of the local people who have acted for 
Mr, Leiter will be hurt, and the feeling 
in the trade seems to be most kindly to- 
ward him. When we arranged to carry 
his June wheat we offered to holp him in 
apy way we could. I regrot that the deal 
has turned out as Ithas, but I believe 
that the worst of it is known and that 
the market will probably react.’’ 











Armour Bought I All. 


Chicago, June 6.—P. D. Armour yes- 
terday bought all of Joseph Leiter's cash 
wheat In the Northwest, amounting to 
four or flyo million bushels. Semi-author- 
itative information is also obtained that 
Armour will take up all of Lolter’s 
wheat. It is generally admitted that the 
sale to Armour clears the atmosphere to 
a considerable extent, and if trustees are 
necessary to liquidate the rest of Lelitor's 
cash wheat im this oity, New York, atloat 
and in European storehouses, it will not 
require much time to dispose of the re- 
maining 8,000,000 bushels or more, There 
apparently will bo little difficulty in 
winding up the deal, inasmuch as it is 
authoritatively stated that bids have 
boon received for all the cash wheat that 
Leiter has, 

There is a fair prospect that Loitor’s 
creditors will lose nothing, and that tho 
Wheat will bring in sufficient with recoy- 
ering marketa to pay all olaims. 

A Panto in Liverpool, 


London, June 15,—'The collapse of tho 
Lolter wheat corner has caused a panio in 
the Liverpool market, the heaviest move- 
mont recorded in wheat since the oxocite- 
mont began occurring yesterday morning.

United States Camp, Bast Side of Mn- 
trance to Guantanamo Bay, Tuesday, Juve 
14, 8 pam. by the Asgociated Press Despatch 
Boat Wanda, via Kingston, Jamaica, Wed 
nesday, June 15.—(12,80 p.m.)—The United 
States marines, under Lleut.-Col. Robert

strongth. This shows that Germany's soa 
force 1s somowhat inforlor to ours, Tho 
prosonco of thirty British warships in 
oustorn waters, will, it is thought, have 
a deterrent influence on tho ambitions of 
tho Kaiser. 








Germany's Threatening Attitude, 

London, June 16,—The Borlin corres- 
pondont of tho Daily Nows says: ‘‘It 
scoms almost impossible that Germany 
can hayo the idea of risking a war with 
tho United States by interference at Man- 
ila, Nevortheless it is equally Impossible 
to ignore tho significance of the fact that 
ideas of repeating the successful Kiao- 
Chou oxp@mont are ovidently floating 
jn tho brains of the nayal personages, 
whose Influence is so great that the mat- 
tor deserves attention. 

More of It. 

London, June 16,—The Berlin oorres- 
ponunt of the Limes says: ‘The Marine 
Politische Correspondenz, which is often 
ofticially inspired, and other papers, ex- 
pross the hope that some permanent re- 
sult, such as the possession of a harbor, 
will bo the outcome of the presence of 
tho Gorman squadron at the Philippines. 

“It would be a mistake to attach oyer- 
much importance to these effusions, but 
the presence of Admiral Von Diedrich's 
squadron there is certainly significant.’’ 


Why the Bourse Was Buoyant, 
London, Juno 16.—A Madrid despatch 
to the Daily Mail says: Premier Sagasta 
has informed mo that the rise in the 
Bourse to-day was due to telegrams an- 
nounoing that tho inolination is felt by 
Russia to intervene in the Philippines. 


READY FOR GERMANY. 


Uncle Sam Has 158 Ships in Oommis- 
sion and Will Brook No 
Interference, 


Washington, Juno 16.—In the Houne of 
Representatives yosterday Mr, Berry, 
speaking of the Philippine situation. said 
that while not adyocating the retention 
of the islands, the United States should 
brook no interference upon the part of 
Germany, as was intimated as being like- 
ly, and said if Germany should attempt 
to defeat any rights belonging to Amer- 
ica, then the United States, with 158 
ships in commission and 75,000,000 peo- 
ple would be ready to respond te tho do- 
mand for resenting any interference. Mr. 
Berry's remarks in this connection were

England's Best Naval Authority, 
Concentration of German Ships. 
New York, June 16.—A London special to 
‘The Journal says: H. W. Wilson, Eng- 
lund’s best nayal authority, bas made the 
following signed statement: 

“Concentration of the German warships 
nat Manila is threatening. It looks as if 
Germany intended to -selze a coallng sta- 
tion in the Philippines, or in the Sulu 
archipelago, a dependency of the Philip- 
pines, which was recently suggested In Ger- 
many and attempted In 1885. Germany may 
argue that the United States bas not yet 
conquered Sulu, which separate from 
Vhitippines, and may therefore be pur- 
chased from Spain. Germany is an honest 
broker. She generally Jays bands on other 
people's goods when there is trouble around, 
The erman squadron in the far Hast in- 
cludes two third-class battle ships, one 
first-class cruiser,three second-class and two 
third-class crulsers.

SANK IN THREE MINUTES. 


North German Lloyd Steamer Ems Cuts 
the Gypsum Princess In Two— 
Six Lives Wore Lost. 


New York, June 16.—The North Ger- 
man Lloyd steamur Ems arrived yester- 
day afternoon from Genoa via Naples 
and Gibraltar and brought six ship- 
wreoked samen of the schooner Gypsum 
Prinoess of Parrsboro, N.6., which was 
sunk at sea June 14. The captain, his 
wife and four others were drowned. The 
Ems was moving ahead at half speed 
during the night of June 14. At 9 o'clook 
tho steamer struck 4 lamge three musted 
schooner from which the crew came tum- 
bling aboard. The engines were reversed 
and the boats wero cleared, but tho vessel 
had disappeared below the surface of tho 
ocean, not three minutes time haying 
elapsed between the collision and tho 
sinking of the unfortunate oraft. 

The seamen from the wrock reported 
that their vessel was tho schooner Gyp- 
sum Princess of Parrsboro, N.S., with a 
full cargo of plaster from Windsor, N.S., 
to New York. Tho steamer out the Gyp- 
sum Princess in half. Four of tho crew 
managed to scramble on board the steamer 
and two others were picked up by the 
boats lowered from the Kms, Captain 
Merriam was lost while trying to save 
his wife and two children. His oldest son 
Edgar, who was the mate, and Sanford 
Murray the cook, whose log was broken 
in the collision, were also lost. ‘Tho Ems 
sustained no damage. 








BEATEN AND ROBBED, 





A Oharing Cross Farmer Unconscious

ag tho ol! ‘he old people sometimos 
seom to think (sy have a monopoly of 
the rhoumatisms, and the nouralgias, 


and tho headachos, and tho physical dis- 
orders of the world, but [ tell you there 
aro no worse heartaches than are folt by 
some of the young peoplo. Do you know 
that much of the work Is done by the 
young? Raphael died at 87, Richolion at 
81, Gustavus Adolphus died at 88, Inno- 
cent III. came to his mightiest influence 
at 87. Cortos conquered Mexico at 80, 
Don John won Lepanto at 25, Grotius 
Was attorney-gencral at 24 and I have 
noticed amid all classes of men that somo 
of the sevorest battles and tho toughest 
work comes befor 30. Therefore wo must 
baye our sermons and our exhortations 
in prayer meoting all sympathetic with 
the young, And so with those poople fur- 
thor on in life. What do those doctors and 
lawyors and merchants and mechanics 
care about the abstractions of roligion? 
What thoy want is help to hear the 
whimalealities of patients. the browbeat- 
ing of legal opponents, the unfairness of 
customers who bave plenty of fault find 
ing for every imperfection of handiwork, 
but no praise for 20 excollences, What 
does the brain-racked, hand-bllrtorod 
man care for Zwingli’s ‘‘Doctrine uf 
Original Sin,” or Augustine's ‘Rotrac- 
tions?’’ You might as well go toa man 
who has the pleurisy and put on his side 
a plaster mado out of Dr. Parr's ‘‘'Treat 
ise on Medical Jurisprudence.’’ 

While all of a sermon may not be help- 
ful alike to all, If it be a Christian ser- 
mon proached by a Christian man there 
will bo help for every one somowhere 
We go into an apothecary's store, We see 
others being waited on. Wo do not com- 
plain because wo do not immediately get 
the medicine, We know our turn will 
come after awhile, And so while all parts 
of a sermon may not be appropriate to 
our case, if wo walt prayerfully before 
the sermon js through we shall have tho 
divine presoription. I say to young mon 
who are going to preach the gospel, we 
Want in our sermons not more meta 
physics, nor more imagination, nor more 
logic, nor more profundity, What we 
Waut In our sermons and Christian ox- 
hortations is more sympathy. Whon Fa- 
ther Taylor preached in ths Sailors’ 
Bethel at Boston, the Jack Tars folt they 
had help for thoir dutles among tho rat 
lines and the forecastles. When Richard 
Weaver preached to the operatives in Old- 
ham, England, all the workmen folt they 
had more grace for the spindles. When 
Dr. South preached to kings and princos 
and princesses, all the mighty men and 
women who heard him felt reparation for 
their high station. 

People will not go to church merely as 4 
matter of duty. There will not next Sab 
bath be 100 people in this city who will 
get up in the morning and say: ‘The 
Bible says I must go to church, It is my 
duty to go to church, therofore I will go 
to church,’’ The vast multitude of peopl 
who go to church go to church because 
they like it, and the multitude of people 
who stay away from church stay away 
because they do not like it, I am not 
speaking about the way the world ought 
to be Iam speaking about the way the 
world is, Taking things as they are, we 
must make the centripetal force of the 
church mightier than the centrifugal 
Wo must make our churches magnets to 
draw the people thereunto, so that a man 
will feol uneasy if he does not go to 
cburch, saying: ‘I wish 1 had gone this 
morning. I wonder if I can't dress yet 
and got there in time? itis 11 o'clock 
Now they are singing. It is half past 11. 
Now they aro preaching. I wondor when 
the folks will he home to tell us what 
was said, what has been going on."’ 
When the impression {ts confirmed that 
our churches, by architecture, by miusio, 
by sociality and by sermon, shall be 
made the most attractive places on earth, 
thon wo will want twice as many churchos 
as we have now, twice as large, and then 
they will not half accommodate the peo- 
plo. 

I say to the young men who are enter- 
ing tho ministry, we must put on more 
force, more enorgy and into our religious 
services more vivacity if we want tho 
people to come. You look Into a church 
court of any donomination of Christians. 
First, you will find the men of large 
common sense and oarnest look. The edu- 
cation of thelr minds, the piety of their 
hearts, the holiness of their lives qualify 
thom for their work, Thon you will find 
in every church court of every donomina- 
tion a group of mon who utterly amaze 
you with the fact that suoh somi-imbeoll- 
ity can got any pulpits to proach in! 
Thoso are tho men who give forlorn sta 
tistics about church decadonce. Frogs 
nevor croak in runing wator; always in 
stagnant. Bub Igay to all Christian 
workers, to all Sunday sohool teachers, 





to all ovangolists, to all ministora of the 
gospel, if wo want our Sunday schools 
and our prayer meetings and our churches 
to gather the people wo must freshen up.

and get away?'’ The old man got away, 
but the mail carrier perished.

Again, I remark that sanctuary ele 
ought to come through tho prayérs of all 
the people.

What will your prayor do 
for them by rolling over their soul holy 
momorles? Here are poople in crises of 
awful temptation, hoy aro on the verge 
of dospair or wild blundering or theft or 
suicide, What will your prayer do for 
them in the way of giving thom strength 
to rosist? Will you be chiefly anxious 
about the tlt of the glove that you put to 
your forohoad while you prayed? Will 
you be chiefly oritical of the rhotorio of 
tho pastor's petition? No. No, A theus- 
and people will feel, ‘That prayer is for 
mo,’ and at overy step of the prayer 
chains ought te drop off, and tomples of 
sin ought to orash into duat, and jubiloos 
of deliverence ought to brandish their 
trumpots. In most of our churches we 
have threo prayers—tho opening prayer, 
What Js called tho ‘long prayor’’ and the 
closing prayer. ‘Lhoro are many people 
who spond tholr first prayor in arranging 
thoir apparel after entrance and spond 
the second prayer, the ‘long prayer,’’ in 
wishing is were through and spond the 
last prayer in preparing to start for home. 
Tho most insignificant part of evory ro-

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its Christian eloquence. No new gospel, 
only the old gospel In a way suited to 
tho time.

BERERYMAN'’S DEATH, 





The Three Pratt Brothers Committed 
for Manslaughter. 


Toronto, June 17.—TLhe preliminary 
magisterial inquiry in the caso of Fred. 
Pratt for manslaughter, and his two 
brothers, Henry and Edward, for being 
accessories thereto, was concluded before 
Magistrate Ellis, and the three prisoners 
wore committed for trial. 

Mr. John Buchanan, who was mixed 
up in the row with the brothers, and has 
a charge of assault pending against him 
by the Pratt brothers, gaye important 
evidence. He told of his yisit, in company 
with Berryman, to the Pratt brothers’ 
on May 2 to get the clothes of Berry- 
man’s wife, who is 4 sister of the Pratts. 
Here Fred. Pratt came out and sot upon 
them and struck witness. The two men 
then left and went to Brooks’ slaughter 
house, and in a short time the prisoners 
came after them. Here Edward and 
Henry abused Buchanan, and Fred. Pratt 
wont at Berryman, who was knocked 
against a wall by a blow in the groin. 
Berryman later seized a board and pres 
vented further hostilities. 

Andrew Brooks, son of the keeper of 
the slaughter house, although only a lad 
of 11 years, made an intelligent witness, 
and described seeing Fred: and Henry 
Pratt ‘‘punch’’ Berryman on the head, 
and Edward Pratt ‘‘punch’’ him in the 
side. 

Mrs, Fred. Pratt, Willlam Brooks, and 
William Cohoon also gayo testimony, 
after whioh the prisoners were committed 
for trial.

True, the statute provides for an appeal 
from the Council to the High Court of 
Justice. But cho fact that there is an ap- 
peal does not justly tho dragging of 
citizens before the bar of an irresponsible 
tribunal. Whatever opinion there may be 
as to the expediency from a public atand- 
point of placing the right of admission to 
practice in the hands of che Council, there 
will be general unanimity of opinion that 
the power to strike from the rogister and 
thus deprive a citizen of the right to pro- 
vide for himself and his family should be 
exercised, if ab all, only on substantial 
grounds, and after a trial conducted with 
the usual legal safeguards before a judge or 
other public official.

Wedding in Toronto Which Dr. Lang- 





try Says Shocked Churchmen's Con- 


sclonces-Some Hot Talk Botweoen 


Brethren. 


Yoronto, Juno 18.—When His Lordship 
Bishop Sweatman ontered the Toronto 
Anglican Synod yesterday morning, Hon. 
Mr. Blako stepped out and read the reso- 
lutions of sympathy with the Bishop 
passed by the Synod tho night beforo, 
and thon, folding his hands behind his 
back, said that he had a few words more 
to speak. ‘I haye never known tho 
Synod, my lord,’ he began, ‘to have ever 
been so profoundly moved as 16 was yes- 
torday. We hayo orred and come short of 
our duty. It was not right for us to have 
hold back your salary. It was not right 
for us to have boen so negligent of the 
mission fund, We crave your indulgence, 
and {ff your lordship will gracefully over- 
look our faults and withdraw your dotor- 
mination to rotiro, we will this day elect 
you afresh as our bishop.’’ 

The Resignation Withdrawn. 

His Lordship, when the prolonged ap- 
plause had ended, said: ‘tl confess that 
whon I came here this morning it was to 
band in my resignation. I, of courso, saw 
tho reports in the morning papers, and 
felt chilled by the want of confidence felt 
by certain of my clergy. The friendly 
tono of the rosolution, however, is so 
strong that I feel it is my duty to re- 
main,’ 

The oxcitemont at tho Bishop's deol- 
sion was extreme, and the Synod worked 
off their pont-up fecling by singing, 
“Praise God ffom Whom All Blessings 
Flow.” 

Discussed Divorce. 

The question of the re-marriage of 
divorced persons split the Synod last 
night into two rival camps, who, after 
vainly tryiiig to force through an endless 
number of resolutions, broke up to con- 
tinue the fight in the morning. 

Ths immediate cause of the discussion 
was the recont Ward-Matthews marriage 
in this city by Rey. Septimus Jones of 
the Church of the Kedeomer, Mrs. Ward 
haying previously obtained an American 
divorce after withdrawing her motion 
from the Canadian Senate, 

Roy. Dt. Langtry, who led the high 
church party (holding that death alone 
can dissolve the marriage tie) moved: 

That this Synod memoralize the Pro- 
yincial Synod to enact that no clergyman 
of tho Church of England in Canada be 
permitted to knowingly solemnize mar- 
rlage between persons either of whom 
has been divorced during the lifetime of 
the divorced husband or wife, subject to 
the penalty of deprivation. 

Speaking to tho motion, Dr. Langtry 
said that tho onactment he proposed had 
been suggested by a recent occurrence 
that had shocked the consclousness of the 
whole community—(loud applause)—and 
had lowered the clergyman in the eyes of 
all his brethren,'* 

“The Popish View." 


Principal Sheraton of Wyoliffe oxclaim- 
od oxoltodly that Dr. Langtry had pr - 
pounded the Pop!vh view of the question. 
It didn't mako allowanco for the innocent 
party; it didn’t recognize the cause for 
divorce, as laid down by Jesus himself, 
and put tho law of the church before the 
law of the land. 

Roy. J. P. Low!s said that ono woman 
in every seven in the United States was 
divorced, and the Canadian church 
wouldn't koop silont on tho mabttor, 

Bishop Sweatman here pointed out 
that the Synod had no power to logislate 
on this question, and advised that tho 
whole matter be referred to tho Kxeou- 
tive Committeo, 

Rey. T. C. Streoct-Macklem protoste 
that the majority of tho house Biel ee 
place # yoto of censure on any olorgyman 
performing such a marriago, and shouts 
from Dr. Langtry's camp supported him 

The fight again ragod floroely without 
victory to olther side, 

Bishop Sullivan now proposed, as an 
amondmont: 

Tho Synod, dooply realizing the social 
and domoestio mischief wrought by the ro- 
marriage of divorced porsons, requests 
tho Provinolal Synod to authoritatively 
declare upon the quostion for the guld- 
anos of tho olorgy. 

This pleased Dr, Langtry and Rey 
Stroot-Maoklem, but, in view of the fact 
that the houso was not ready to voto upon 
the question, Bishop Swoatman adjourn 
od the dobate until this morning.

HOT BATTLE AT MANILA. 


Insurgents Almost Gain Entrance to the 
City—3,000 Prisoners Takon In 
Two Weeks. 





New York, June 18,—Tho Journal has 
the following from Hong-Kong: ‘The 
most seyere and important battle since 
Admiral Dewey's annihilation of the 
Spanish fleet has occurred at Manila, One 
thousand insurgents attacked 2,000 Span- 
ish, inflicting heayy losses and almost 
forcing tho entrance to the city. The in- 
surgents under General Aguinaldo and 
the American sailors and marines of Ad- 
miral Dewey's fleet completely surround 
Manila, ‘he foreign residents havo fled 
to the ships. Admiral Montejo and Goy- 
ernor-General August! havo placed the 
women, children and the priests in the 
forts for safoty. 

Goyornor General August: is roported 
to be willing to surrender to the Ameri- 
cans in order to prevent tho insurgents 
from capturing tho capital, setting it on 
fire and killing the Spaniards, The Arch 
bishop, however, is opposed to tho sur- 
rendor, and has oyerruled Augusti, 

A Spanish spy has attempted to polson 
General Aguinaldo, but the plot was 
abortive, Aguinaldo was mado ‘yory sick, 
but has completely recovered. A Spanish 
prisoner was caught trying to assassinate 
Aguinaldo, Whon his plot was discovered 
ho attempted to escape, but was shot dead. 

ho success of the Insurgents is won- 
derful. The Spaniards takon prisoners in 
the two weeks’ campaign aggregate 8,000, 
including 2,000 soldiers of tho rogular 
army. Prominent among them are Gen- 
erals Garela and Cordoba. ‘he Governors 
o: the Provinces of Cavite, Balucan and 
Bataan were also made prisoners, Two 
million rounds of cartridges were solzod 
in tho fortified cathedral of old Cavite. 
'Phe largo garrison of old Cayite nas sur- 
rendered, thus giving tho insurgents com- 
mand of the shore of tho entire bay. All, 
Interlorzsources of supplies aro now cut 
off from tho Spanish forces in Manila. 

‘The increase in the number of German 
warships in this port oxcites comment in 
view of the relations between Spain and 
Germany. Everything is in readiness for 
the arrival of the American troops on the 
transport ships which left San Francisco

Spraying Fruit Trees. 

For five weeks agents of the Ontario De- 

vtment of Agriculture have been giving 
instraction in the spraying of fruit trees at 
thirty orchards in different purts of the 
Prpviaoe: Reports sent to Mr. Ons, Super- 
intendent in caarge of this work, have just 
been received at the Department, to the 
effect that fungus is now appearing on apple 
and pear trees, and threatens to do exten- 
sive injury to these crops unless checked at 
onve by spraying. Insect enemies also aro 
more numerous than usual this year. 
Apples, with the exception of the Spy, have 
set well, and where properly cared for there 
is promise of a good crop. In spraying 
apple trees to chec< or prevent the spot, use 
the Bordeaux mixture, made as foliows :— 
Copper Sulnhate, 4 pounds; Lime (fresh), 4 
pounds; Water, 40 gallons. Suspend the 
copper sulphate in five gallons of water. 
This may be done by putting in a bag of 
coarse material, and hanging it so as to be 
covered by the water. Slake the lime in 
about the same quantity of water. Then 
mix the two, and add the remainder of the 
forty gallons of water. Warm water will 
dissolve the copper sulphate more readily 
than cold water. Ifthe lime is at all dirty, 
strain the lime solution.

FRIDAY MORNING'S SESSION. 

‘The Council met at 10 o'clock and went 
into Committee of the Whole on Roads 
and Bridges, Mr. Kirk in the Chair.

It seems that the piers aro 
unprotected and that drift-wood dams up 
against them and causes floods, Damages 
were askcd by the parties affected. The 
matter was left to the Superintendent and 
Warden. 

Committee rose and reported and report 
adopted. 

The Council went into Committee of the 
Whole on Ways and Means, Mr, Pearce 
in the chair. 

F. E. O'Flynn addressed the Coun- 
cil on behalf of Mr. Geo, A, Ross, ask- 
ing them to release him from his liability 
to the County.—Referred to a committec 
consisting of the Warden, Mr, Holgate 
and the Clerk, 

_ In response to the request of Mr, Mack- 
intosh, it was decided to authorize the 
Treasurer to pay the poor school taxes on 
November lat of each year. 

MPA circular letter re the ‘rent Vallo 
Oanal was read, Messrs. Dench and Hol. 
gate wore appointed a committee to rdpre- 
sent the County at any mecting of the 
Assoviation. 

A grant of $160 was made to the North 
Hastings Farmers’ Institute. 

The Committee rose and reported pro- 
gress. 





¥RIDAY AFTERNOON'S BESSION. 


The Council met at two o'clock and 
wont into Committee of the Whole on 
Kqualization, Mr. Hanley in the chair.

Bad Shooting Affair 
Point Ann. 


at 


Two Men Quarrel and One of Then 
Receives a Ball in the Knee Cap 
--He May Die--Will 


Lose a Leg.

A shooting affair which may ond in the 
doath of one of the parties concerned took 
place at Point Ann at three o'clock yester- 
day afternoon, 

William Honry Jackson, who is employ- 
od in the quarries, rented & cottage thore 
somo time ago and decided to keep house 
for himself. Finding tho rént 4 somewhat 
heavy burden, ho took in Frenchman 
named Emile Kvrown to board with him 
on.condition that he pay part of the rent. 
Tt seoms that the Frenohman failed to pay 
up and Jackson notilied him about three 
weeks ago to got out. Evrown refused to 
do so and it is said made threats against 
the othor’s life. 

Yesterday, Evrown went home. drunk 
and the men began quarreling. Jackson 
gathered up the other's effects and threw 
them out, Evrown gota large stone and 
burst one of the panels of the door. Jack- 
son fired through the broken panel, the 
ball ontering the other's kneo. 

A neighbor named Brophy, -hoaring tho 
shot, hurried to the scene and had Evrown 
placed in a carriage and drove him to Dr, 

ibson. Thedoccor had him removed to 
the Hospital, whore he now lies in a serious 
condition, As he is very old and pretty 
well run down, the result may be fatal ; 
amputation will be necessary at any rate. 

Officer Morton was notified of the shoot- 
ing early in the evening and went to the 
scene with a warrant for Jackson's arrest. 
He found the man walking slong the road 
in the vicinity of his cottage, he offered no 
resistance to the officer. He evidently had 
made no attempt to escape as he had a 
bicycle in the house and could have been a 
considerable distance from the scene before 
the officer arrived. He was brought to the 
city and lodged with gaoler Appleby. 

The prisoner is a low-set man about 35 
years of age. He appears ‘to be a dogged, 
determined man, and is firmly convinced 
that he did right in shooting Evrown.

and stones as weapons, The small body 
of police wore helpless against the mob. 
In a short timo, though thoy fired a fusil- 
ade of revolver shots, they were compelled 
to seek shelter. As a resident of Rook 
Jand put it, ‘They were chased."’ The 
strikers drove them to the river, when, 
fortunately for tho polioe, they were able 
to secure sheltor in some barges that were 
loading. All the rest of the day the police 
hayo beon compelled to remain under 
cover. ‘The men are in possession of . the 
mill. Fully 60 shots were fired by the 
police during the fight, but none of the 
strikers were injured. It is said the police 
used blank cartridges, 

Most of the police were injured by fly- 
ing missiles, and reports from Rockland 
say a few of them are rather badly hurt. 

Police-Return to Ottawa, 

Ottawa, June 20.—Sorgt. Slade of the 
Dominion police and the ten policemen 
who went along with him to Rockland 
to prevent the strikers at W. C. Edwards 
& Co.'s mills doing injury to the property 
there, have returned to the city. The 
sergeant and two of his men are injured 
from being struck with missiles, They 
are not laid up, and the sergeant was on 
duty last night. Tho strike was not over 
when tho men left, and if there is going 
to be any more trouble i¢ 1s understood 
that the militia will be applied for and 
that a detachment from, the 43rd Battal- 
ion or the Governur-Genoral’s Foot Guards 
will leayo for Rockland this morning.

No Cause for the Strike. 

““The men now work a day and a tenth, 
or oleven hours, but they are paid for the 
extra hour. Compared with other mill 
hands, my employer are well off. 

“Among the things contributing to 
their comfort are these: Rentals are nom- 
inal; they got thoir wood for the cost of 
cartage; no charges are mado for their 
water supply. In these partioulars thoy 
aro vyory well off, and at the same timo 
thoy get wages equal to thoso of the bost 
pafd mill hands in other places. 

“The wages yary from $2 tor the boat 
paid hands to $1.26 and $1 for other hands, 
The wages vary according to the men 
and tho variety of the work, Some young 
mon and old mon may get less than these 
amounts, 

I reviewed the situation to the men, 
and then told them I declined to deal 
with them collectively or while they are 
on strike, The arrangements between tho 
mon and myself aro made as between in- 
dividuals, and only in that way will I 
doal with thom. 

His Friendship to Labor, 

“I pelleve only a few of the mon are in 
sympathy with the strike, but thoy have 
boon intimidated by the others, I think 
the mon have been ungrateful. During 
tho winter months I have made it a spec- 
jal point to provide work for the mon, 
and have grovided work all the year 
round, as far as possible, I took great in- 
terest in the men, and am 4a strong be- 
Hever in the rights of labor, but I feel 
discouraged about this matter, and can 
neyor take the samo interest in them 
ogain, It would pay ua better to close 
down, but that would moan doatruotion 
to the village, and if they want orders on 
tho store thoy got them, but there is no 
truck syatem.’’

Coaling Station, 


London, June 21,—The Madrid ocorres- 
pondent of the ‘Limes says: “OMmcial 
circles attach Little importance to tho 
rumors of Gorman interforence. Ques-

One Cause of Waste. 

‘Lhen follows detailed instructions as 
to how roads should be made, with illus 
trations, and in this section the report 
says; ‘‘When wide tires have universally 
replaced the narrow tires which ure now 
found on farm wagons, a great deal of 
the road question will be solved, Narrow 
tires of two and one-half inches in width 
hayo only one-half of the bearing on the 
road which would bo provided by tires 
of proper width.”’ 

At the conclusion are a number of 
“‘briefs,"’ containing the gist.of the ro- 
port, and which every farmer would do 
well to study, 

An oncouraging phase of the report is 
that on the ‘‘good roads movement,” 
whioh evidences the desire of those inter- 
ested all over the province to seoure good 
roads,

It, too, was dated at Playa dot 
Kate at 650 last ovoning. The text of the 
despatch. translated from tho Nayy De- 
p.race tecipher, Js as follows: 

“Landing of the army is progressing 
favorably at Daiquirl. The New Orleans, 
Detroit, Castine, Wasp and _ Suwanee 
shelled vicinity before the Janding.

Mago this morning preached from tho 
toxt, Judges xvi, 95: ‘And {f camo to 
pasa when thoir hearts were merry that 

thoy sald, Call for Samson, that he jay 

mako us sport. And thoy called for > 
gon out of the prison house, and he mado 
thom sport," > 

There wore 8,000 people assombled in 

the Tomplo of Dagon, Thoy had come to 
make sport of oydless Samson, Thoy were 
oll ready for tho entertainment. Thoy 
Degan to clap and pound, impatient for 
the amusomont to begin, and they orled: 
“Fetoh him out! Fetch him out!’’ Yon- 
dor I see the blind old giant coming, led 
by tho hand of a ohild iuto the vory 
midst of the temple. At his frat appear- 
ance thors gocs up a shout of laughter 
and derision, The blind old giant pro- 
tonds he is tired and wants to rest him- 
solf against tho pillara of tho houso, so he 
says to the lad who leads him, ' Bring 
me whore the main pillars aro.'’ Tho lad 
doos so. Then the strong man puts his 
hands on one of the pillars, and with tho 
mightiest push that mortal eyor mado, 
throws himself forward until the whole 
house comes down in thunderous crash, 
grinding the audience like grapes in a 
wino press, ‘‘And so it came to pass, 
whon thoir hearts were merry, that they 
said, Call for Samson, that he may make 
us sport, And they called for Samson out 
of the prison house, and he mado them 
sport.'’ In other words, thero are amuse- 
ments that are destructive and bring 
down disaster and death upon the hoads 
of those who practice thom. While thoy 
laugh and cheer they die. The 3,000 who 
perished that day in Gaza are nothing 
compared with the tens of thousands who 
have been destroyed, body, mind and 
soul, by bad amusements and by good 
amusoments carried to oxcess, 

In my sermons you must have noticed 
that I have no sympathy with coolesias- 
tlonl straitjackots or with that wholesale 
donunolation of amusements to which 
many aro pledged, I believe the church 
of God has made a tremendous mistake 
in trying to suppress the sportfulness of 
youth and drive out from men their love 
of amusement. If God ever implanted 
anything in us, he implanted this desire. 
But Instead of providing for this domand 
of our nature the churoh of God has for 
the main part ignored it. As in a riot 
the mayor plants a battery at the end of 
tho streot and has it fired off, so that 
everything 1s out down that happens to 
stand in the range, the good as well as 
the bad, so there are men in the church 
who plant their batteries of condemnation 
and fire away indiscriminately. Evory- 
thing is condemned. They talk as if thoy 
would like to haye our youth dross in 
bluo uniform, ike the children of an 
orphan asylum, and march down the path 
of life to the tune of the dead march in 
‘Saul? They hate a blue sash, or  rose- 
bud In the hair, or a tasseled gaiter, and 
think a man almost ready for the lunatic 
asylum who utters a conundrum, 

Young Men's Christian associations of 
the country are doing a glorious work, 
They have tine reading rooms, and all the 
iniluonees are of the bost kind, and are 
now adding gymnasiums and bowling 
alloys, whore without any ovil surround- 
ings our young mon may get physical as 
well as spiritual improvement. We are 
dwindling away to a narrow ohested, 
wonk armed, feeble yolced race when 
God calls us to a work which he wants 
physical as well as spiritual athletes. I 
woult to God that the time might soon 
come when In all our colleges and theo- 
logical seminaries, as at Princeton, a 
gymnasium shall be established. Wo 
Spend soven years of hard study in \pre- 
paration for the ministry and come out 
with bronchitis and dyspepsia and liver 
complaint, and then crawl up into the 
pulpit and the people say, ‘Doesn't he 
look heavenly !'’ because he looks sickly. 
Let the church of God direct rather than 
attempt to suppress the desire for amuso- 
ment. The boat men that the world eyory 
knew have had thoir sports. William 
Wilberforce trundled hoop with his ohil- 
dren; Martin Luther helped dress the 
Christinas tree; ministers have pitched 
quolts; philanthropists have gone a-skat- 
ing; prime ministers have played ball. 

Our communities are filled with men 
and women who have {n thelr souls un- 
measured resources for sportfulness and 
frolic. Show me a man who never lights 
up with sportfulness and has no sympathy 
with the recreations of others, and I will 
show you a man who is a stumbling 
block to tho kirigdom of God. Such men 
are caricatures of religion, They lead 
young people to think that a man is 
good in proportion as he groans and 
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reos of Snnocent pleasure why tampor 
with anything that is dangorous and 
polluting? Why stop our cars to a heayon 
full of songstera to Maten to the hiss of a 
dragon? Why turn back from the moun- 
tain sido all a-bloom with wild flowers 
ond a-dash with tho nimble torrents, and 
with biistored feot attempt to climb the 
hot slde of Cotopaxi? 

Now, all opora hoithes, theatres, bowl- 
Ing alloys, skating rinks and oll atylos of 
amusoment, good and bad, I put on trial 
to day ond judge of thom by certain car- 
dinal principles, Firat, you may judge of 
any amusomont by ite healthful rosult or 
by its banoful renctiou, ‘hero are people 
who soom made up of hard facts. Thoy

are amusomonts that sond a man next 
dey to hin work bloodshot, yawning, 
stupid, nauscated, and they ure wrong 
kinda of amusemonts. There nro entor 
talnmonts /hat give a man disgust with 
the drudgery uf life, with tools because 
they are not swords, with working aprons 
because they are not robes, with cattle 
because thoy are not infuriated bulls of 
the arena. If any amusomeont aonds you 








home longing fora life of romance and 
thrilling adventure, love that takes polson 
and shoots itself, moonlight odventures 
and hairbreadth oscapos, you may depend 
upon it that you aro the sacrificed victim 
of unsanotifiod ploasure, Onr recreations 
are intonded to build us up, and if they 
pull us down as to our moral or as to 
our physloal strength you may como to 
the conclusion that they aro obnoxtous, 
Still further, those amusoments are 
wrong which lead into oxpenditure be-

The tablecloth 
of the corner saloon is in debt to the 
wifo's faded dross, Kxoursions that in a 
day make a tour around a whole month's 
wagos, ladies whose lifetime business it 
in to ‘‘go shopping,’’ hayo thoir oountor 
part in uneducated children, bankrupt- 
oles that shock the money market and 
appall the church and that send drunken- 
noss staggering across tho richly figured 
carpet of the mansion and dashing into 
the mirror, and drowning out tho carol 
of music with the whooping of bloated 
sons come home to break their ‘old 
mother’s hoart. When mon go into amuse- 
ments that they cannot afford, they first 
borrow what they cannot carn, and thon 
they stenl what thoy cannot borrow, 
First they go into embarrassmont and 
then into theft, and whon a man gets as 
far on as that he dows not stop short of 
tho penitentiary. Thore is not a prison in 
the land whore thore are not victims of 
unsanctifled amusemonts. How often I 
have had parents como to me and ask me 
to go and beg thotr boy off from tho con- 
sequence of crimes that ho had commit- 
ted against his omployor—the taking of 
funds out of the employer's till, or the 
alsarrangoments of the accounts! Why, he 
had salary enough to pay all lawful ex- 
penditure, but not enough salary to meot 
his sinful amusements. And again and 
again I have gone and tplored for the 
young man—somotimes, alas! the poeti- 
tion unavailing. 

How brightly tho path of unrestrained 
amusoment opens! The young man says: 
‘Now I am off fora good time, Never 
mind economy. I'll get monoy somehow. 
What a fine road! What a beautiful day 
for a ride! Crack the whip and over the 
turnpike! Como, boys, fill high your 
glasses! Drink! Long life, health, plenty 
of rides just like this!’’ Hardworking 
men hear the clatter of the hoofs and 
look up and say: ‘‘Why, I wonder whero 
those follows got their money from! We 
have to toil and drudge, They do noth- 
ing.’ ‘Vo these gay men life js a thrill 
and an excltoment, hoy stare at other 
people and in turn aro stared at, The 
watch chain jingles. The cup foams. The 
cheeks flush, ‘The eyes flash. ‘ho mid- 
night hears their guffaw, They swagger. 
They jostle decent men on the sidewalk, 
They tuke the name of God in yain, 
Thoy parody tho hymn thoy learned at 
their mother's kneo, and to all pictures 
of coming disaster they cry out, ‘Who 
cares!’’ and to the counsol of some Chris- 
tian friend, ‘‘Who are you?’’ Passing 
along the street some night you hear a 
shriek ina grogshop, tho rattle of the 
watchman's club, the rush of the police, 
What is the matter now? Oh, this reck- 
loss young man has been killed in a grog: 
shop fight! Carry him home to his father’s 
house, Parents will come down and wash 
his wounds and close his eyes in death, 
They forgive him all he ever did, though 
ho cannot in his silence ask it. The prod- 
igol has got home at last. Mother will go 
to her little gardon and get the sweotest 
flowers and twist them into a chaplot for 
the silent heart of the wayward boy and 
push back from the bloated brow the 
long locks that were once her pride, And 
the air will bo rent with the father’s ory: 
“Oh, my son, my son, my poor gon! 
Would God I had died for thee, oh, my 
fon, my son!"’

An Assistant to Bo Appointed to Arch- 
bishop Lewis 


Kingston, Juno 26.—Tho Synod of On- 
tarlo yesterday passed the canon proyid- 
ing for the appointment of a bishop coad- 
jutor, owing to the adyancod ago and 
consequent feeble health of Archbishop 
Lewis. thy Metropolitan of Canada, It 
was also decided that the coadjutor shall 
have the right of succession to tho archi- 
ypiscopal see, and that he shall haye the 
same authority over the temporal affairs 
of the diocese as the archbishop. 

The Archbishop and Mrs. Lewis will 
sail for England on Juno 80th. 

The Synod will meet in October to ap- 
point a coadjutor bishop. The Synod 
pledged itself to provide a stipend of $2,- 
500, a residence and trayelling expenses 
for the coadjutor. 





Making for the Sault. 

Sault Ste. Mario, June 25.—Whilo hore 
recently Messrs. Tiffin and White of the 
Grand Trunk Rajlway frooly stated that 
the G.T.R. “would undoubtedly shortly 
commence the construction of a Iino fyom 
no point on the Northern to tho Sault, 
Tho Mne will run northwest, crossing the 
French River in the township of Mowat 
and striking the Sault branch of tho 
C.P.R. at Maesey, The G.T.R. bas ron 
ning powers over portiona of the road 
from Massey to the Sault. A good deal 
of grading and rovk cutting was dune 
some years ago on tho line east of Mas- 
soy. Ag soon as construction ls commenced 
on this side the Northern Pacific will 
push their line eastward to the Sault 
from Minneapolis, torming a junotion 
here. The present International Bridge 
will be utilized for the connection, as the 
G.T.R. already has 4 fourth interest in 
it. With increased dovelopmont of tho 
water power tho Sault will take a fresh 
start towards becoming a olty in the near 
future.

Desperate Encounter in Which the Rough

On board tho Assoclated Press despatch 
tout Wanda, off Juaragua, Friday after- 
noon, June 24, via Playa del Este, Guan- 
tanamo Bay, Juno 24.—(8 p.m.)—This 
morning (Friday) four troops of the Ist 
Cavalry, four troops of tho 10th Cavalry 
and eight troops of Roosevelt's Rough 
Riders—loss than a thousand mon in all

of Suntingo de Cuba.

First Cayalry—Privates Dix, 
Bjork, Kolbe, Berlin and Lenmark. 

‘Yenth Cayalry—Corporal White. 

At least 50 Americans were wounded, 
Inoluding six officers. Several of tho 
wounded will dio, 

Twelyo dead Spaniards were found in 
the bush after the fight, but their loss 
was doubtloss far in excoss of that. 

General Young commanded the expedi- 
tion and was with tho regulars, while 
Col. Wood directed the operations of tho 
rough riders several miles west. 

Both partics struck the Spaniards about 
tho samo timo and the fight lasted an 
hour. The Spaniards opened fire from the 
thick brush, and had oyery advantage of 
numbers and position; but the troops 
drove them back from tho start, stormed 
the blookhouse around which they made 
the final stand, and sont them scattoring 
over the mountains. Tho cavalrymen 
were afterward reinforced by the 7th, 
12th and 17th Infantry, part of the 9th 
Cavalry, the 2nd Massachusetts and the 
7ist New York, 

he Americans now hold the position 
at the threshold of Santiago de Cuba, 
with more troops going forward constant- 
ly, and they are preparing for a final 
assault upon tho olty.

The lady should have known bottor than 
to suspect for one moment that tho | Wit- 
ness” man would over do anything 80 
naughty as to read a nov el, ancient or 
modern, or any work more sonsational than 
a Pansy book. But an individual who has 
no’particular qualins of conselence in regard 
to novol reading may perhaps be permitted 
to gratify tho intellectual longings of the 
fair Bollevillian. 

‘The novel of to-day is undoubtedly two 
hundred per cent. in advance of tho eight- 
eenth century novel ao far as litorary 
merit is concerned—it is two-thirds 
smaller. The novel of tho past was & 
formidable threo volume affair, the very 
appearance of which would induce an, at: 
tack of acute literary indigestion. Tho 
first volume and a half was devoted to a 
recital of the pedigrees of the here and tho 
heroine. tracing them back to the ancestral 
ape, the remainder of the second volume 
brought thom down to the period when 
they no longer lived in dread o! the parent- 
al slipper, and the third volume contained 
the story. : é 

It isa question, however, if _the one 
volume affair is not as painful in its effects 
as the miniature ciroulating library, which 
once passed under the name of novel, Tho 
latter, it is true, often affected the imagin- 
ations of innocent milkmaids to such an 
extent that they refused the matrimonial 
proposals of honest youog rustics, on the 
supposition that a stray duke or marquis 
was hanging around the neighborhood 
waiting for a chance to carry off a pretty 
milkmaid, Sometimes the nobility did 
not materialize and thus missed the chance 
of securing a wife who might have carried 
off tho prize for butter making at the 
Shannonville fair, The modern novel, 
with its rank secialism, on the other hand 
has been known to have the effect of trans- 
forming well-meaning elderly ladies into 
public pests, in the form of tract-distribut- 
ors, anti-tobacco cranks and ultra-Sab- 
batarious. These ladies, although ‘heir 
motives may be all right, act at times with 
s0 little discretion and toleration that they 
create in the minds of young men a feeling 
of disgust towards the cause of religion. 
Young preachers, too, have become possess- 
ed with a desire to emulate the deeds of 
Johu Storm, and haye done irreparable 
injury both to their wind and to their 
bank-accounts by hurling red-hot 
anathomas at the heads of the capitalistic 
portion of their congregations. 

It would be useless, however, to enter 
into a detailed comparison, and T will, 
therefore, give a synopsis of a 
typical specimen of each class and 
allow the fair enquirer to decide for 
herself. The hero of the old time novel 
was usually a stunning creature, the son of 
an earl or a duke who was the possessor of 
a stiff bank account and a cherubic temper, 
The gon was employed in starring the 
country incog, attired in acheck suit and 
red tie.

The Klondike Railroad. 


(Montreal Gazette.) 

The supporters of the Yukon deal which 
failed, will doubtless represent the com-, 
pletion of the White Pass Railway as a 
blow struck at the interests of the Cana- 
din coast cities ; but it is hard to see how 
a Oanadian trade which could be conduct d 
throuzh Wrangel could not be conducted 
just as well through Skazuay. Both port= 
are claimed by the United States, and aro 
at preseut in their possession ; Skaguay is 
claimed by Oanada, and the chances of on- 
forcing the claim, not very great, it must 
be confessed, For practical purposes both 
may be treated as American ports, though 
Cans.ia will, of course, make the best of 
whatever rights she may possess under the 
treaty. At present both ports ure under the 
United St. tes flay and in charge of Unived 
Stute; customs officers, who pass 
throuyb O»nadian goods under bond. 
This rivht is liable to withdrawal, but it is 
tobe presumed that at the approaching 
corference at Soa eaeeermanent arrange- 
ment will be made, as itis clearly to the

‘| United States are secured in the possesion 


of the ports on the Lynn canal they now 
hold, Canada, beyond all possibility of 
doubt, owns the large stretch of territory 
‘intervening between the Lynn canal and 
Yukon. The mountains on the coast of 
Alaska proper are impassable except by the 
Yukon river, the navigation of which is 
slow and difficult. If the Americans want 
ready access to their northern possessions, 
they will haye to go through Oanadian 
territory, and the Canadian representatives 
are, therefore, in a strong position for 
making an advantageous aicangement as 
to bonding rights, which will be all 
the easier to arrive at in view of the friend- 
ly feeling now existing between Great 
Brituin and the United States. ‘The bond- 
ing privilege once secured, the White Pass 
Railway will be almost as useful to the 
Ounadian coast cities as ifit were altogether 
on Canadian territory. It will be impos- 
sible for the company, !f they wished, to 
exercise any discrimination against Cana- 
dian merchants. A clause in the charter 
runs; ‘The powers conferred upon the 
company to cariy on a navigation and 
transport business shall only be exercised 
by the company under the supervision of 
the Govexaor-in-Council, and under such 
regulations as he imposes ; and the Goyer- 
nor-in-Council may grant to other com- 
panies the right to use the wharves and tor- 
minals of the company, and fix the terms, 
rates and conditions on which they may be 
used,” 

The company, which has at tho most, 
only a few miles of lino on United States 
soil, is therefore bound to conduct its busi- 
ness in a manner satisfactory to the Oan- 
adian Govevamont. ‘The road, when com- 
pleted, will carry prospectors to the heart 
of the Canadian Yukon, and not to the 
edgo of it, which was all the Canadian line 
proposed to do, It starts from tide water, 
and not from the head of a long stretch of 
very difficult and shallow navigation. The 
actual distance is shorter, and it 
is evident that Mackenzio and Mann's 
with all its Government 
aid, wonld not be able to compote 
with this railway, built for business 
purposes. It may be open to the objection 
that itis not an all-Canadian route, but 
neither is that vin Wrangel and the Stikine, 
The only all-Canadian route of which we 
are cortain is that via Edmonton, and no 
one proposes the building of a railway over 
this route at presont. For business pues 
poses ono American port is as good as 
another, and the one which has superior 
natural adyantagea as of harbor facilities 
and shortness of route will in any event be 
given the proference by the commercial

Troops Fired Wild 
Their Own Men 


Some of the 
and Killed 














The Amortoan Loss Due to This actA 
Detailed Ascount of the Engagement 
Between the Cavalrymen 
Spaniards Noar Santiago — Mote 
Guo Useless Through a Mule's 
peding—Tho First to Fail 

Four miles northwest of Juaragua 

Cuba, Juno 24, 2 p.m., via Kingston, 

Jamatoa, Juue 25,—The account in detail 

of the battle betwoon dismountod Amor! 

can cayvalrymon and Spaniards, near 

Santiago, shows that the first part of 

the journey of the Rough Riders was 

over steop hills several hundred foot bigh. 

Tho mon carriod 200 rounds of aminunt+ 

tion and hoayy camp equipmont. Al 

though this was dono eusily in the carly 
morning, the weather became hot, and 


tho sun beat down upon the cowboys and 
eastorn athletes as thoy tolled up the 
grade with thpir heavy packs, and fro 
quent rests woro necessary. The trail was 





so narrow that for the gro: r part of 
tho way the mon had to proceed singlo 
filo. Prickly cactus bushes lned both 


sides of tho trail, and the underbrush was 
60 thiok that it was Impossible to seo ton 
feet on either aide, All the conditions 
wore favorable for a murderous ambus- 
oado, but the troopers kept a cloae watch 
and made as little nolse as possiblo, 
Rough Riders Eager for the Fray, 

Tho Rough Ridors ontered into the 
spirit of the occasion with the groatost 
enthusiasm. It was tholr first opportunity 
for a fight and every man was eager for 
it. The weather grew awelteringly hot, 
and one by one the men threw away 
blankots and tent rolls and emptied their 
eantoons. 

Tho first intimation had by Col. Woods’ 
command that thore were Spaniards in 
the vicinity waa when they reachod a 
point three or four miles back from the 
coast, when the low cuckoo calls of tho 
Spanish soldiora were hoard in the bush. 
It was difficult to locate the exact point 
from which these sounds camo, Tho mon 
wore ordered to speak in whispers and 
frequent halts were made. Finally a place 
was reached about 8 o'clock whore tho 
trail openod into a space coyerod with 
high grass, on tho right hand side of the 
trail, and the thickest kind of bramble 
and undorbrush on the other. A barbed 
Wire fence ran along the left side. 

A Dead Cuban and Live Spaniards. 


The dead body of a Cuban was found 
on the side of the road, and at the same 
time Captain Capron’s troops covered the 
outpost, the heads of several Spaniards 
being soen in the bushes for a moment. 
It was not until then that the men wore 
permitted to load their carbines, and 
When the order to load was giyon thoy 
acted on it with a will, and displayed the 
greatost eagernoss to make an attack, At 
this time the sound of tiring was heard a 
mile or two to the right, apparently com- 
ing from the hills beyond the thicket. It 
was tho regulars replying to tho Spani- 
ards who had opened on them from the 
thicket, In addition to rapid fire the 
boom of the Hotchkiss guns could be 
heard. Hardly two minutes elapsed be- 
foro Mauser rifles commenced to crack in 
the thicket and a hundred bullets whis 
tlod over the heads of the Rough Riders 
cutting leaves from the trees and send- 
ing chips flying from the fence posts by 
the side of the men. 

Volley Fired From Ambuscade. 

Tho Spaniards had opened fire, and 
they poured in a heavy flre which soon 
had a disastrous effect. The troops stood 
their ground with bullets singing all 
around them. Private Colby caught 
sight of the Spaniards and fired the open- 
ing shot at them. 

Hamilton Fish the First to Fall. 

Sergeant Hamilton Fish, jr., was the 
first man to fall. He was shot through 
tho heart, and died instantly. Tho Spani- 
ards were not moro than one hundred 
yards off, but only occasional glimpses of 
thom could be seen, Tho men continued 
to pour volley after volley into the brush 
in the direction of the sound of Spanish 
shots, but the latter became more fre- 
quent and seemed to bo getting near. 

Death of Captain Capron, 

Capt. Capron stood behind his men, 
revolver in hand, using it whenever a 
Spaniard ‘exposed himself. His aim was 
sure and two of tho cnemy were seon to 
fall under his fire. Just as he was pre- 
paring to take another shot and shouting 
to bis mon at tho sumo time, his reyolyer 
dropped from his grasp, and ho foll to 
the ground with a ball through his body. 
Ho was carried from the field ag soon as 
possible and lived only a few hours, 

The troops that w in the thicket 
Were not long in getting into the midst 
of the tight. I'he Spaniards located them 
and pressed them bard, but thoy sent a 
deadly fire in return, ovon though most 
of the tline they could not seo the cnemy. 
Aftor 10 or 15 minutes of hot work tho 
iiring foll off some and Lieut.-Col, Roose- 
yolt ordered his men back the 
thicket Into tho trail. 

1t was ovidont shit the Spaniards wero 








from 


falling back and changing their position, 
but thoir flre continued at intervals. 
Then the troops tore to tho front and 


into more open country than whore the 
onomy's firo was coming from. About 
this time tho small squads commonced to 
carry tho wounded from the thicket, and 
lay thom in a more protected spot on the 





trail until they could be removed to the

Shooting Their Own Men, 


During the fight In the thicket several 
of the troops did some wild shooting into 
the troops ahead of them, and the Amor- 
ican loss is due to this fact. As soon as 
the position had been changed the Amor 
jeans poured a more terrific fre than eyer 
into the Spaniards as they got them into 
inore open country and could see them 
better, 

It was not long before the enemy gave 
way and ran down the steep bill and up 
another bill to the blockhouse, with tho 
evident determination of making a tinal 
stand there, 

Col. Wood was at the front, 
the moyement, and it was here that 
Major Brodic was shot. Col, Wood and 
Liout.-Col. Roosevelt both led the troops 
in pursuit of the fleeing Spaniards, and 
half of the bullets were poured into tho 
blockhouse, By the time the American 
advance got within 600 yards of the block- 
house the Spaniards abandoned it and 
scattered among the brush up anothor 
hill in the direction of Santiago, and tho 
battle was at an ond. 

Gonoral Young's Men Engaged. 

During all this time just as hot a fight 
had beon in progress at General Young's 
station, The battle began in much the 
same manner as the other one, and when 
the machine guns opened tire the Spani 
ards sent yolleys at the gunners from tho 
brush on the opposite hillside, ‘Iwo troops 
of cavalry charged up the hill, and the 
other, troops sont a storm of bullets at 
evory point from which the Spanish shots 
camo, The onomy war gradually forced 
back, though firing all the time, until 
thoy, a8 well as those confronting tho 
Rough Riders, ran for the blookhouse, 
only to be dislodged, 

When it became evident that the Spani- 
ards were giving up the fight, searching 
parties went through tho thicket and 
tall grass, picking up the doad and 
wounded, 

Tho latter wero carried to a fold hospt 
tal, half a milo to the rear, and all possl- 
blo attention was given thom, while pre- 
paration wan also mado to remove thom 
to Juaragua. 


ROCKLAND STRIKE. 
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Ottawa, June 2 ~The Reokland strike 
quostion came up at the allied labor 
unlons Friday night. Delegate Maooun 
reported that the mon were working that 
day, but it was doubtful if they would 
continue at work.

NORTH OF DAWSUN. 


Life Two Thousand Miles 
nearer the Pole. 


Description of the Country by a Mil- 
lionaire Sealer Who was in Van- 
couver=-Queer Marriage Customs 
Among the Esquimaux. 


Peter J. Cox, one of the x 
mon in Amorica at the pre 
rived in the city a day or Swo ago. He 
has attained the enviable distinction of 
living farthest north for the longest time 
of any white man in the United States or 
in the world, too, for that matter. He 
went down to Victoria yesterday and is 
now op his way to San Francisco, where, 
being a uiillionare, he will take in the 
sights in the best way possible, 

In appearance Mr. Cox is an ordivary 
looking man, rather under ayorage 812°, 
but his step and manner give the ine 
pression that there is plenty of woll-de- 
veloped muscle under the thin grey suit 
and midsummer sweater that he usually 
weirs. Lis face is clean shaven and bis 
skin has a weathory hardness that is not 
accorded to ordinary mortals, whoss habi- 
tation isin temperate climes, In other 
respects, physically, his appearance gocs 
far to bear out the truth of the details 
of the wonderful story of his life. Before 
leaving yesterday for Victoria he gave 
World representative a very interesting 
interview, Ho is a very genial sort of fel- 
low and chatted pleasantly for half ao 
hour, Four years ago, when he came out 
to civilization, he could neither read nor 
write. Now, however, he gets along very 
nicely, although he employs, at the 
modest salary of $3,000 a year, a young 
college graduate to help him over the 
rough places and instruct him when ne- 
cessary. He is a very original sort of 
character, as may well be imagined. Nut 
long ago he was listening to a lecture in 
New York by Dr, Nansen when that gen- 
tleman made a misstatement, according 
to Mr, Cox's view of the caso, regarding 
the habits of the Esquimaux, and he imn- 
uc ia ly stopped the lecturer, who re- 
ceived the proffered information on his 
weak point very gratefully. 

**T came south in 1894,” said Mr. Cox, 
‘from Tillin, Alaska. That is 1,200 miles 
north by northwest from Dawson city. 1 
was born nesr Boston, Maas., and whan 
one year old my father left there and took 
me with him to San Francisco by way of 
Cape Hora, Then we went to Alaska and 
away through overland with a party to 
‘Tillin, where I lived for the next 31 years. 
The only white persons there or within 
1,000 miles of it were Mr, Kel!y, my father 
and myself and for that time we lived with 
the Esquimaux just as they did, Of course 
tho country there ig simply one immense 
field of frozen snow and ice with here and 
there occasional crevices. There were 
sevoral large villages in that vicinity, which 
is about the farthest north that there are 
any such settlements in America, 


“ The darkest days are in May and June 
and in December and January the length 
of the days runs from threo to four hours 
more than in this latitude. The tempora 
ture is comparatively eyen and one gets 
along very well. The highest I have ever 
seen the thermometer was 35 degrees be- 
low zero and it goes away down below that 
and freezes the mercury up for half the 
winter. I should say the tomperature would 
sometimes be as low as 90 to 95 degrees. 
Many of the people who are better off live 
in log-houses, the timber for which is 
brought a great distance and of course 
everybody has great numbers of skins and 
furs. The people live very comfortab y, 
though many customs that Ido not find 
down here exist there. For instance, in 
connection with marriage, & mau may at 
any time buy a wife from her parents for « 
seal-skin and if at the end of trea months 
he doesn't like her, why that is the end of 
it and she goesaway, On account of. this 
there are many old and friendless women 
for whom homes are provided by ~ public 
contribution, Homes are also provided in 
a like manner for the old men, 

‘Sealing is the only occupation of oy- 
erybody,” was the quaint, though expres- 
sive, phrase used by Mr, Cox. He went 
on to describe how the industry was car- 
ried on and how expert the harpooners be- 
came in etriking the brutes on the head. 
If the harpoon hits them more than three 
inches below tho neck the skin is almost 
useless as fur, and so it becomes necessary 
to strike them always on the head. A 
lattice in the Hotel Vancouvor grounds 
was in view at this moment, and Mr. Cox 
said that he would very seldom miss put- 
ting 4 harpoon through any one of tho 
holes in the lattice that might be designat 
ed, at a distance of 50 or 60 feet. A few 
yeurs ago Mr. Cox made two trips as far 
south as Dawson, but at that time there 
was, of course, no Klondike gold excite- 
ment, which he thinks is a good deal of a 
swindle. ‘'ravelling was done on Esqui- 
mault dog sleds, which are also used by 
the sealers in their trips. Over 100 miles 
a day can be made in this way. 

Coming out he crossed the ocean, partly 
by boat, north of Behring Straits until he 
camo to Siboria, and from there he went to 
St. Petersburg, then to Paris, then Lon- 
don and from there to Boston, He had 
enjoyed himselt very much, he said, and 
was kind enough to say that Vancouver 
was one of the finest places he had ever 
boon in. Many years ago, Mr. Oox and a 
party of Ksquimaux traveled 800 miles to 
the relief of the Peary expedition, and 
later he saw the members of the Greeley 
party. Mr. Cox is of the opinion that 
Andree will never reach the Pole in a bal- 
loon, but the explorer who performs tho 
feat will have to ostablish stations overy 
score or #o of miles in order to keep up 
communication and « food supply. 

In conclusion, Mr. Cox said he didn't 
think he would go nozth agaim, He had 
had about enough of that. Ho mentioned 
that he had been often advised and prob- 
ably would write » book about his younger 
days and the life surr Unding it. F

Montreal bar, are as follow 

Tho business was done by two Mont 


real lawyors, and out of the sum of $400, 
000 which the United States Government 
was held to pay for the yossel in ques 
tion, no loss sum than $310,000 was to 
go to cortain patriots from the other sido 
of tho line, while the balance, $190,000, 
was tho real price which the company 
wore to recelye for thoir ship, After such 
a transaction as this, it is not at all sur- 
prising that Unole Sam's transportation 
bill should reach such tremendous figures, 

A Now Yorker's 

The domonstration yesterday to perpet- 
uate the oyents of 1798 would have been 
fairly successful had it not pbeon for tho 
tremendous rainfall, which  interfored 
with the procession, composed, as it was. 
by all of the local Irish national and 
benevolent societies. ‘Cho spoech-making 
took place on the Exhibition Grounds, 
but the crowd did not exceed more than 
a thousand, go the two-starred programme 
was reduced to ono, and most of the 
orators were local mon. 

Tho speakers were: M. J. F. Quinn, 
M.P., Hon. Dr. Guerin, F, Carbary, M. 
P.P. for Quebeo Wost, J. D. Grace of 
Ottawa, and J, Grattan MoMahon of New 
York, a grandson of the famous Henry 
Grattan, Mr, McMahon went it very 
strong. He said the Knglish psople were 
all right, but they wanted nothing to do 
with tho Salisburys, the Balfours, the 
Chamberlains and such like. The Irish 
people were a cultured nationality when 
tho English people were woaring buck- 
sking,:and were in the depth of barbar- 
ism. Hoe ridiculed the so-called Anglo- 
Saxon alliance, and declared that the 
ultimate destiny of Ireland was to bea 
portion of the American Republic. 

Mr. Quinn, the member. for Montreal 
Centre, also spoke and took exception to 
Mr. MoMahon's foolish utterances. He 
ridiouled the New Yorker, and told him 
that if Ireland changod her position she 
would rather become a portion of Canada 
than of the American Republic. 

An Unreasonable Charge. 

There is a big grow! from Rimouski as 
woll as from Ottawa over the action of 
Capt. Turcotte, who commands the little 
steamer Rhoda, carrying the English 
mails from thé Rimouski Wharf to the 
mail boats and vice versa, Formerly all 
passengers landing or going on board 
steamers at Rimouski were carried to or 
from the mail boat free of charge, yet of 
late, to the great annoyance of passen- 
gors, they have been subject to a charge 
of three dollars per head for this service. 
‘rho enterprising captain sent, it appears, 
a good round bill to Ottawa for haying 
carried the officers in charge of the Cana- 
dian mails to and from tho steamers, but 
at last accounts, the Ottawa Government 
had put its foot down and positively re- 
fuse to recognize any such unreasonable 
charge. 

Government Pay in Arrears. 

Thore is a good deal of kisking here 
amongst the gupernumeraries of the In- 
land Revenue Department and others in 
the employ of the Dominion Government, 
as it is stated that thoy have not received 
their April pay, not saying anything 
about May, with tho month of June al- 
most due. Some allege that the Govern- 
mont, with the view to keep the current 
expenditure down for 1898, will postpone 
these payments until after the beginning 
of the new fiscal year.

Facts re Rolling Mills. 
To the Editor of the INTELLIGENCER. 

Deak Sir,—Believing that you, as well 
4s others, and myself, are actuated only by 
the desire of promoting the best. interests 
of our sity, I again trespass on your col- 
umns to put some facta terors the people 
of Belleville, to which I ask their careful 
attention. I do not notice the untrue, 
therefore unjust, insinuation made against 
my former arguments that I had other in- 
terests. My only object is to, benefit 
Belleville. First let us see what the firm 
of Messrs. Mitchell or The ‘hames Tron 
Works of Norwich are, Weare told they 
are millionaires, but this is open to grave 
joubts. Mr. John Mitchell, now an old 
man, is wealthy, reputed to be worth some 
$300,090, but it is not the father we are 
dealing with, but the son. ‘This firm, The 
Thames Iron Works, commenced to. manu- 
fa2vuré bar iron with an authorized capital 
of only $20,000, not $50,009 cash, as asked 
of us, and succeeded for some years, but 
of late have not been able to compete at a 
profic. I quote you from a letter now be- 
fore me written by a gentleman who is a 
practical man and who knows whereof he 
writes. He says: ‘Answering your 
letter of 16th, we think Mitchell Bros. 
have not had added anything new to their 
mull in recent years, ‘The writer has been 
in the Thames Iron Works plant within a 
year and everything looks as ic did many 
years ago, ‘hey are not running that 
mill, and have not for probably 2 or 3 
years, with the exception of a little while 
some 10 or 12 months ago, to work off 
what scrap they hai The lower mill, 
under the name of Mitchell Bros., was 
disiuantied years ago and the machinery 
was sold to go to Canada. Itis true that 
they made iron very cheap, but they made 
a cheap iron, which would not go in many 
places or for many purposes, As to the 
present planc being a modern mi!l we 
would say it is far from it.” 


This goes to show that they are merely 
trying to transfer to us an old mill. Now 
let us look at our Canadian mills, and first 
I make the statement and am prepared to 
prove it, that our present mills could pro- 
duce double the requirements of the 
country in bar iron. See what we have in 
idle rolling mills to-day :—(1.) Che Portland 
Rolling Mills‘Co., after running over 20 
years, hadto suspend. (2.) The Norway 
Steel and Iron Co., of Guelph, after some 
3 yeare existence, failed, and the plant, 
which cost over $60,000, was sold for less 
than $10,000 and is shut uj, (3.) The 
Uoldbrook Mills, of St. John, was sould out. 
(4.) The Dartmouth Rolling Mills closed 
and eyen the (5,) Londonderry Iron Co., 
after spending $3,000,000 of English capi- 
tal aud situated where they coula get their 
ore at the lowest price that could be secur- 
ed in Canada, bave gone out of the busi- 
ness, and the Nova Scotia Steel Company 
have not paid a dividend for three years, 
and just another to add -(6.) The Ontario 
Rolling Mulls at Swansea have been closed, 
and the plavt being removed to the Ham- 
ilton branch. In the face of facts like 
these, what chance has a stock company in 
Belleville with an old plant? Let our 
people ponder well these facts before 
plunging into what promises co be a failure. 

I give, before closing, the opinions of a 
few manufacturers, large users of bar iron, 
as to the establishment of another rolling 
mill in Canada, and will yive the nathes to 
you il desired, From Brockville: *Wethink 
there are cnough mills to supply the de- 
mands, and judge from prices and reports 
they haye sven their bestdays. We would 
consider a bonus of $50,000 to $60,000 too 
much, unless they would guarantee to em- 
ploy a couple of hundred hands the year 
round.” Peterborough, ‘Personally I would 














say that I would not feel disposed to invest 


any capital in a rolling mill.”

Tho man was ab once recognized us 
Gray, the night watchman. Hoe was spill 
breathing, but nover recovered conscious 
noss, and expired in a fow minutes. 

Across the road from the mill is a 
blacksmith shop, and the burglars had 
entered ft to proonre tools, It 1s thought 
that while they were in pho blacksmith 
ahop Gray saw or heard thom, and on 
going ovor to inyostigate was shot down 
in cold blood by one of the burglars. ‘The 
bullet entered Gray's sido, near the hear 
‘ho spot where ho was found is about 
twonty. feet from the blacksmith shop 

Opinions differ as to whether the rollor 
mills were ontored before or after tho 
morder, The burglars took © hammer 
andi a bar of fron from the shop, and as 
tho door of the safe was shattered, but 
not opened by the explosives used, and a 
bur Was necessary to force it open, it is 
thought the murderers coolly completed 
thuir work after murdering Gray. 

Coroner Jones summoned a jury and 
opened an inquost yesterday, but after 
viewing the body an adjournment was 
fuken to scoure evidence. Up to the pros 
ent time shere is no cluo to the murder

BINDER TWINE FAMINE. 


Spanish-Amerioan War and Removal of 
Catiadian Duty WIL Make It Hard 
for Farmers This Your, 


Yoronto, Juno 80,—'There is a famino 
in binder twino, partly’as a result of the 
Spanish-American war, and partly an a 
result of the action of the Canadian Goy- 
ernment in remoying the duty of this 
article, ‘Lho famine prevails not only in 
Canada, but in the United Statos, where 
there will be a shortage of at least 10,000 
tons, As an instanco of the sitnation, 
binder twine was bought in ‘Toronto on 
‘Tuesday night at 6 cents and sold yester- 
day for 13 cents. The total consumption 
in Canada is about 80,000 tons, and the 
shortage for Manitoba and Ontario will 
be at least 2,000 tons. The Laurier Goy- 
ernment took the duty off binder tyine, 
and closed all the mills in the country 
With the exception of two, one at Brant 
ford and one at Kingston Penitentiary. 
Agents from the United States haye been 
through Canada for the last two or three 
weeks picking up all they can in tons and 
cart-load lots, and it 1s more than likely 
that tho prices will go to 250 or 80c in a 
fow days. If the Canadian mills had been 
left unmolested by Parliament they would 
haye been running today; thero would 
baye been an amount produced sufficient 
for the Canadian farmors, und the price 
Would haye been fairly reasonable.
